Ex-trustee's trial: 
businessman says 
he was harassed

Bernard Wanner, owner of Duo Sign 


Co., described Monday a pattern of 
threats and harassment that prevented 
him from' enforcing a business agree- 
ment with former Wheeling trustee Wil- 
liam Hart.. 


Wasmer was the first witness called to 


testify In Hart's U.S. District Court trial 
on a charge of conspiracy to commit ex- 
tortion. 


Two other persons accused of con- 


spiring with Hart, James Stavros, for- 
mer Wheeling Township Democratic 
commlttceman, and William Blcbcr, for- 
mer village building director, are no 
longer defendants In the case. 


The alleged conspiracy was aimed at 


nullifying an agreement signed in Sep. 


Northbrook exec 
pleads guilty to 
extortion role 


The president of a Northbrook ex- 


cavating firm has pleaded guilty to a 
charge of laundering a 140,000 payoff ex- 
torted from a Wheeling developer by 
James Stavros in 1970. 


Willis Clark, 59, of 218 S. Ela Rd., Pala- 


tine, president of Country.Service and 
Supply Co., 3300 N. Milwaukee Are., 
pleaded guilty to one count Thursday. He 
will be sentenced July 16 by U. S. Dis- 
trict Court Judge Hubert Will. 


Clark was charged with filing a false 


corporation Income tax return for the fis- 
cal year ending Oct. 30, 1971. According 
to the U.S. Attorney's office, Clark over- 
stated both the firm's gross revenue and 
expenses by $40,000. 


According to previously filed docu- 


ments, the $40,000 was extorted from the 
Tekton Corp. by Stavros, former Wheel- 
Ing Township Democratic com- 
mltteeman, who haa since pleaded guilty 
of several extortion schemes and been 
sentenced to four years in prison and 
fined 125,000. 


The payoff allegedly was made in the 


form of a check turned over to Stavros 
and Clark in the Oak Brook office of the 
Tekton Corp. 


CLARK WAS charged with the tax vio- 


lation In a criminal Information filed by 
the U. S. Attorney's office after Clark

tember 1970 when Hart sold Duo Sign Co. 
to Wnsmcr. For an extra $5,000 added to 
the purchase price of the company, Hart 
agreed. not to operate a sign business 
within 75 miles of Wheeling, 'Wasmer 
said. 


By referring to a diary of his conversa- 


tions with Hart, Stavros and .Bleber, 
Wasmer outlined a pattern of continual 
harassment which started when Hart, . 
who had moved to.Florida, returned In 
late 1971.

Wasmer said at that time he began 


having trouble getting sign permits from 
Bleber. Developers began canceling 
their business, citing pressure 
from 


Stavros, and Stavros himself threatened 
him to force the closing of the Duo Sign 
Co., Wasmer said. 


U.S. District Judge Abraham Lincoln 


Marovitz said government prosecutors 
established evidence of a conspiracy and 
ruled that conversations between Wasmer 
and Stavros or Wasmer and Bleber 
would be admissable as testimony in the 
Hart trial. 


Hart later opened the Night and Day 


Electric Sign Co. with then trustee Mi- 
chael Valenza. . 


• WASMER SAID THE harassment by 
Bleber included [his refusal to grant a 
sign permit for'a billboard at the Mal- 
lard Lake development, repeated refer- 
ences to the needed Improvements in 
Duo billboards and Bleber'a refusal to 
meet with. Wasmer except between 2 
a.m. and 4 a.m. 


In one case, Wasmer said he filed an 


application for a sign permit for the Mal- 
lard Lake development on Dec. 16, 1971. 
The permit was not granted until late 
February, after Wasmer made repeated 
inquiries about the status of the permit. 


Wasmer said several developers, In- 


cluding George Manda, of the VIP Apart- 
ments, and Manuel Kramer, of Holly-

Retains police, fire commission post 
Moran gets 'clean bill of ^health

Wheeling Police and Fire Commission- 


er Mike Moran Monday night asked the 
village board to publicly "clear the air" 
following reports last week that the 
trustees met in:closed session to discuss 
Moran's dismissal.' 


Trustee Al Lang explained that the ex- 


ecutive session had been called because 
of a picture which appeared in a local 
newspaper showing Moran with James 
Stavros, former Wheeling Democratic 
committeeman, just after Stavros was 
sentenced to four years in prison and 
fined $25,000. 
'.. 


Stavros pleaded .guilty 'to extorting 


$92,000 from three-Wheeling-developers 


and filing a false income tax return. 


Lang told'Moran he expected citizens 


to "be up here banging for your remov- 
al." Lang said he wanted ttje board to 
know "where we stood" if such questions 
had been raised. 


"We felt you were within your rights 


and perfectly justified," Lang said. 
Trustee John Kocppen agreed, saying. 
"We had no grounds and nothing even to 
work on." 


IN A LENGTHY statement, Moran 


maintained that he was qualified to serve 
on the police and fire con\mission. He 
cited his employment contacts, with all 
phases of area police departments and 
listed his civic activities which include 


the PTA, work as a political candidate 
and organizing a drug abuse organiza- 
tion. 


Moran restated his friendship with 


Stavros and said he would not abandon 
Stavros during "this trying time." He 
said, however, that he had no financial 
or political affiliations with the former 
committeeman. 


"Mr. Stavros. and I have no common 


financial Interests," he said. "My status 
as a member of the Democratic organi- 
zation is our only common political inter- 
est. Mr. Stavros was not aware of my 
application for the police and fire com- 
mission until it was publicized," 


Moran said Stavros was also unaware 


of the formation of the Citizens Action 
Program (CAP), a group of which Mo- 
ran is a member. The CAP organization 
has been linked to Stavros by members 
of the Wheeling Improvement Party. 


MORAN SAID HE would voluntarily 


remove himself from the commission 
"upon presentation.of evidence of any 
conflict of interest, political influence or 
any wrongdoing related to my service on 
the commission." 


Until that time, Moran asked that resi- 


dents allow him and his family "to live 
without public ridicule" and to make 
their contributions to the community.

. Defective furnaces that may be leaking 
deadly fumes are Installed In an esti- 
mated 1,700 or more Centex Corp.-built 
houses In Elk Grove .Village, The Herald 
has learned. 
' 
. 


At least 150 faulty furnaces have been 


repaired already by local heating com- 
panies and a check of 22 homes by one 
contractor turned up only three furnaces 
without defects, village and furnace re- 
pair sources show. 


One local family was overcome by car- 


bpn monoxide fumes less than a month 
after their furnace was inspected and 
cleaned by. the company that installed it. 
Other families have had to repair their 
furnaces as often as once a year because 
the defect has recurred in replacement 
parts. 


V I L L A G E OFFICIALS have been 


aware of the situation for two years but 
made no effort to release the information 
to the public until confronted with details 
of the possible hazard by Herald report- 
ers.

No announcement was made "because 


we haven't been able to get a handle on 
It or pinpoint responsibility," said Vil- 
lage Mgr. Charles Willis. ' 


The defects were discovered In the 


heat exchangers of four furnace models 
Installed In about 1,700 Centex homes in 


1965 and 1967, according to village offi- 
cials. 


Local heating contractors and indepen- 


dent consultants attribute the problem in 
part to poor furnace design but primarily 
to Improper installation of the furnaces. 


CENTEX CORP. has built virtually all 


of the 6,000 homes in Elk,Grove Village. 
All the houses have one of various mod- 
els of furnaces manufactured by Johnson 
Corp. of Bellevue, Ohio. 


The problem surfaced .in- the spring 


and summer, of 1972 when Robert Wing 
of Wing Heating and Air Conditioning Co. 
and Scott Hassler. of Scott Heating and 
Air Conditioning Co. noted a pattern of 
furnace problems in the village. 


Hassler made a door-to-door check of 


22 homes in his Elk Grove Village neigh- 
borhood. Of the 22 homes, 19 either had 
defective furnace heat exchangers or had 
exchangers that had been replaced. 


Wing and Hassler Informed village offi- 


cials in the spring of 1972 and wrote to 
Johnson Corp. about the problem in Octo- 
ber.

IN ONE FURNACE model, inside 


walls of the heat exchanger corrode or 
crack, causing fume leaks, according to 
the contractors. In another model, corro- 
sion occurs on the flanged outside wall of 
the heat exchanger or on the connection 
point where the, vent pipe leads to the 
chimney, contractors have found. 


According to Willis, the village-has 


pursued the problem since officials were 
first Informed. "This is a serious prob- 


lem but not one of a crisis proportion — 
it is not a clear threat to the people of 
the village." 


Willis said the village has hired an en- 


gineer who is'studying the corroded heat 
exchangers now but has not yet deter- 
mined who or what is at fault. The vil- 
lage expects to have those results In 
three, weeks. 


Willis added that the village's only at- 


tempt to warn residents of the problem 
was a printed warning on the bottom of 
water bills to have furnaces checked and 
cleaned by a reputable firm. 


USING THE INFORMATION provided 


by the two contractors, Village Building 


Director Thomas Rettenbacher prepared 
a map pinpointing the neighborhoods 
where defective furnaces are most pre- 
valent. The area is bounded by Salt 
Creek on the east, Devon Avenue on the 
south, Keswick* Road on the north and on 
the west by the village limits. 


George Fiedler of Johnson Corp., said 


that in most cases the parts of the fur- 
nace were not defective and the problem 
is a matter of poor ventilation because of 
improper installation. He said the prob- 
lem with their furnaces is unique to Elk. 
Grove Village. Johnson furnaces in other

Bernard Wosmer, testifying In the 
trial of former Trustee William Hart who Is charged with 
conspiring with former Wheeling Township Democratic Com-, 
mltteeman James Stavros to'commit, extortion, sold ho had 
an agreement with Hart that Hart not open a competing sign 
business after Hart sold Duo signs to Wasmer. Wasmer testi- 
fied Monday that despite the agreement, he began running 
into trouble getting sign permits and was threatened after 
Hart went Into the sign business anyway.

Clark was charged with filing a false corporate 
income tax return for the fiscal year ending Oct. so, 1971. He 
admitted to overstating the firm's Income and expenses by 
$40,000, the amount of the payoff extorted from Tckton Corp. 
by Stavros. 


RTA appeals to high court 


Attorneys for the Regional Transportation Authority today 


will ask the Illinois Supreme Court to hear an appeal on the 
Injunction Issued Monday by Lake County Circuit Court Judge 
Henry 11. Caldwcll. 


The attorneys will base their request on provisions In. the 


law that allow Issues of public Interest to be heard directly by 
the Supreme Court, bypassing the Appellate Court. 


A four-page order signed Monday by Caldwcll officially en- 


joins the RTA from conducting official business that Involves 
acceptance or spending of funds, although the board may 
continue to meet and search for a full-time chairman. 


Caldwcll signalled his Intent Friday when he Issued an 11- 


page memorandum saying the RTA ballot was Insufficient 
and did not Inform voters on what they were to decide. HLs 
Injunctlnn will remain In force until the issue is resolved, 
presumably by the Supreme Court. 


Appeals were to be filed late Monday or early today, with

Foul ploy is suspected; knife discovered 
Firemen find family of five dead

in smoldering Park Ridge home

Five members of a suburban Park 


Ridge family, four of them bearing head 
wounds and wrapped in blankets, were 
found dead in their home Monday by 
firemen who arrived to put out a smold- 
ering basement fire. 


Four of the dead were identified'as 


members of the Raymond A. Fuchs fam- 
ily who lived In a ranch-type house in 
this neat Chicago suburb. Fuchs was a 
clerk employed in Elk Grove Village. * 


Apparently slaving victims, they were: 


Fuchs; his wife Ruth, both id their/ 40s; a 
son, Scott, and a daughter, Lynda, 14. 
Their bodies were discovered in the base- 
ment by firemen. 
.. - 


A fifth body, unidentified but believed 


to be that of a son, Jeff, 17, was found In 


the kitchen. Although burned, it'bore no 
other marks of injury, police said. 


THP BODIES of Fuchs, his wife and 


the two children were wrapped in blan- 
kets with towels around their faces and 
heads, police said. All appeared to have 
suffered severe head wounds. 


Mrs. Fuchs1 hands were tied In front of 


her with a cord that was ..wound around 
the leg (if a laundry tub. Scott's hands 
were bound behind his back, police said. 


A blood-stained kitchen knife was 


found on the basement floor, and three 
large candles, which had burned almost 
to their bases, were also in the basement 
when firemen arrived, police said. 


Firemen said the blaze, which had 


been confined to wall paneling, may have 
started accidentally from the flaming 
candles, or it may have been purposely 


set. Fire damage was minor, firemen 
said. 


Fuchs' wife, police said, had been 


working as a clerk in a high school in 
.Park Ridge. 
. 


THE FIRE department was called to 


the home by Mrs. Emma Roller, mother 
of Mrs. Fuchs, who lives about four 
blocks from the Fuchs' home. She told 
police she noticed the shades had been 
drawn, which was unusual. She said she 
went to her daughter's home and saw 
smoke coming from the back door. 


Members of the family had been seen 


last by neighbors Friday night. Mrs. Bet- 
ty McGuire, personnel manager at the 
firm where Fuchs worked, said Fuchs, 
who was "soft-spoken and a very private 
person," had failed to show up as sched- 
uled for work Saturday morning. 


Centralized system termed 'impossible* 
Collectors argue in court for jobs

Township collectors Monday renewed 


.their fight for their'jobs in Cook County 
Circuit Court while their opposition ar- 
gued that centralized collection is cheap- 
er.

Cook County Circuit Court Judge Don- 


ald O'Brien began hearing testimony In 
the plea of the 30 collectors who want 
.O'Brien to lift a December, '1909 In- 
junctions stopping suburbanites from 
paying their real estate taxes to township 
collectors. 


Attorney William Hart, who won the 


original lawsuit which Invalidated a 2 per 
cent fee township collectors had received 
for collecting taxes, charged in his open- 
ing statement Monday, "It is now Impos- 
sible to combine township coHecUon of 
taxes with the newly computerized sys- 
tem in county collector Bernard Korzen's 
office." 
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the Township Officials Assn. of Cook 
County, seeks only reinstatement of the 
collector's jobs, not the two per cent fee 
which was ruled unconstitutional by the 
Illinois Supreme Court. 
. 


As many as 15 attorneys appeared be- 


fore' the judge at one lime Monday repre- 
senting various township officials, Kor- 
zen, and two groups of interested citi- 
. zens. 


One citizens' group includes League of 


Women Voter members who oppose giv- 
ing the tax collection powers back to the 
township collectors, while the other 
group Includes suburbanites who say 
they want to pay their taxes locally. 
•Judge O'Brien,' whose original ruling 
against .the two per cent fee was upheld 
by the Supreme Court, is a former state 
Senate Democratic leader who, while in 
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office, Introduced several bills to abolish 
township government. 


Monday the Judge sharply criticized 


township officials who packed his court- 
room for whispering and moving out of 
their seats. He admonished them, "This 
is not a picnic or a town meeting." 


As the hearing began Monday, O'Brien 


heard testimony from six township offi- 
cials. Four collectors, including Elk 
Grove Township Collector Arnold Schar- 
rlnghausen, said they were "ready, will- 
ing and able" to resume collecting taxes 
in their townships. The township officials 
also Introduced evidence that money has 
been budgeted by town boards to pay the 
collectors' salaries and expenses. 


NORWOOD PARK Township Collector 


Richard Roppolo testified he believed 
township collectors could offer more ser- 
vice to suburbanites than the county col- 
lector's office. 


He told of spending an hour on the tele- 


phone and being transferred repeatedly 
when he tried to get information on one 
missing tax bill from Korzen employes. 


Others, including Scharringhousen and 


Frank 0. Petersen, Harrington Township 
collector, said the part-time help used by 
'the township is cheaper .than the full- 
time staff employed by the county collec- 
tor.

Donald Bastian, vice president for 
manufacturing, said additional shutdowns will be necessary if 
a strike over local issues continues at the Chicago Heights 
stamping plant. 


Ervin reveals data bank records 


Sen. Sam Ervin Jr., D-N.C. said yesterday Senate in- 


vestigators disclosed they have discovered 858 federal govern- 
ment data banks, containing more than a billion records on 
individuals. Ervin, who released a four-year study on federal 
data banks, said legislation is needed "to keep Americans 
from being numbered, punched, processed, and filed away." 


New York students have tests cancelled 
Nearly 800,000 high school students in Now York state were 


denied competitive statewide rating tests yesterday in a 
mushrooming scandal Involving the theft and distribution by 
students of exam questions and answers. Four students were 
arrested In breaking up the ring, but will not be prosecuted 
because they were granted immunity before authorities real- 
ized they were the ringleaders. 


Allen threatens tax reform filibuster 


Sen. James Allen, D-AIa., refused yesterday to yield the 


Senate floor for consideration of a liberal tax reform pack- 
age, threatening a filibuster to kill the measure. Sen. Edward 
Kennedy, D-Mass., and other liberals were prepared to offer 
their tax program as amendments to a pending debt celling 
bill which must become law by June 30, but Allen said debt 
celling legislation is not the place for tax reform.

Appeals used up, Kerner faces jail

All avenues of appeal are finally closed 


to former. Illinois Gov. Otto Kerner on 
convictions for mail fraud, conspiracy, 
tax evasion and perjury, U. S. Attorney 
James R. Thompson said Monday. 


Thompson said the U. S. Supreme 


Court's refusal Monday to-review Ker- 
ner's conviction in a race track stock 
bribery scandal means his (conviction 
will stand. 


"I'm happy our position was affirmed, 


not only by a unanimous U. S. Court of 
Appeals, but by a unanimous U. S. Su- 
preme Court," said Thompson, who pros- 
ecuted the case.

• • 


He made his remarks on learning'the 


high court refused- to consider pleas by. 
Kerncr's lawyers that it decide for the 
first time'whether Kerner, a sitting ap-' 
pcliate judge, could be convicted for 
criminal offenses before Impeachment by 
the House and conviction by the Senate. 


Kerner has been on leave as a judge on 


the 7th U; S. Court of Appeals in Chi- 
cago. • 
• 


"I feel sorry for Otto Kerner the 


man," said Thompson, "and its effect on 
his family. I know this is a sad day for 
them." 


The U. S. Appeals Court in Chicago up- 


held Kerncr's conviction, and that of The- 
odore Isaacs, former Illinois revenue di- 
rector. The court threw out three bribery 
charges against the two men, reducing 
their fines from $50,000 to $20,000 each. 
In addition to the fines, each man was 


sentenced April 19, 1973, to serve three 
years in prison. 


Kerner has been on leave 'of absence 


since his indictment in 1971, with his 
$42,500 yearly salary going into escrow. 
He is the first sitting appellate judge in 
the nation's history to be convicted of a 
major criminal offense. 


A special appeals court set up by Chief 


Justice Warren E. Burger, in upholding 


all but bribery counts in the initial in- 
dictment of Kerner and Isaacs, quoted 
from an 1882 Supreme Court decision 
which declared: 


"No man In this country .is so high that 


he is above the law ... No officer of the 
law may set that law at defiance with 
impunity. All the officers of the govern- 
ment, from the highest to the lowest,'are 
creatures of the law and are bound to 
obey it." 


Jordan: Nixon's last stop 


AMMAN, Jordan (UPI) - King Hus- 


sein welcomed.President Nixon. Monday 
with jet fighters, bagpipes, and loudspea- 
kers on this last stop of the Middle East 
tour. He said the next milestone on the 
road to peace was disengagement of Is- 
raeli and Jordanian forces along his 
'western border. 


The presidential party arrived back in 


the Arab world in mid-day, just hours 
after Nixon and Israeli Premier Yitzhak 
Rabin issued a communique announcing 
the same nuclear reactor and technology 
for Israel which last week had been 
promised for Egypt. 


The motorcade received a" warm but 


restrained greeting from an estimated 
100,000 citizens watched closely by 10,000 
armed forces and police. 


In his toast at a state dinner, Hussein 


said Jordan looks to the "strong and 
friendly hand of America" in his goal of 
separation of forces along the Jordan riv- 
er. 


Nixon, In reply, repeated that he had 


no solutions to offer at present. But he 
cited what he called "a new element in 
the Middle East mix ... the United 
States now has made a decision that we 
will undertake not to impose a settlement 
but to use our influence effectively to 
bring leaders of Middle East nations to- 
gether to find fair and just solutions:" 


The 38-year-old Hussein, Nixon's oldest 


friend among Arab leaders, sought U.S. 
aid in three long range goals: 


• Restoration of Arab sovereignty over 


the holy city of Jerusalem. 


• Recognition and restoration of the 


legitimate rights of the 
Palestinian 


people who, he said, should be free to 
choose to stay in Jordan, federate with 
Jordan, or be independent. 


• Withdrawal of ail Israeli forces from 


the territory occupied in the war of 1967. 


Meanwhile, he said, the next step 


should be the disengagement of Israeli 
and Jordanian soldiers who stare at each 
other across a 90-mile length of the Jor- 
dan river. He called it an "essential pre- 
•requisite to any discussion of a per- 
manent settlement." 


Secretary of State Henry A. Kissinger, 


leaving the traveling White House to at- 
tend a NATO meeting in Ottawa, said 
Monday the Arabs are now willing to 
recognize Israel's existence and that for 
the first time in 26 years Mideast peace 
was possible. 


CHINA AND FRANCE exploded nu- 
clear bombs In the atmosphere only 
hours apart, the first time in history 
two such tests were reported carried 
out in one day. China's one-megaton

the supermarket and meat packing in- 
dustry, the industry was reported to have 
agreed to push retail stores into special 
sales to move some of the meat that's 
said to be gluttirig the market. 


The oversupply has depressed 
the 


prices going to cattle and hog producers, 
resulting in them selling for less than the 
cost of production and facing the possi- 
bility of selling off their herds. That 
could bring a new meat shortage in a 
year or two. 


The irony of the situation is that it 


stems from the meat shortages and sky- 
rocketing meat prices of last year, which 
led to shoppers slowing their meat pur- 
chases, and perhaps profoundly changing 
their buying and eating habits. 


In the interim,.the meat packers and 


supermarkets have been .under growing 
criticism for increasing their profits on 
meat while the producers suffer. 


That criticism- was repeated Monday 


by White House economic counselor Ken-., • 
neth Rush before the two-hour meeting ' 
he and Agriculture Secretary Secretary 
Earl Butz had with industry, representa- 
tives. 


Rush called the food industry margins 


unduly high, and said the meat situation • 
could be helped by cutting retail prices - 
to spur more buying.

Butz agreed there should be a cut in' • 


prices and pitched for buyers to get back 
to meat counters and.back into the red 
meat-eating habit, but said the increases 
in the margins in the past year were "in 
many cases" justified. 


Among other solutions offered by Butz ;'.

$100 million for pork and beef to donate .' 
to schools, hopefully helping get the mar-'..

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Welfare recipients outline complaints

Cook County public aid officials yester- 


day listened to complaints from North- 
west suburban welfare recipients and 
promised further meetings to try to solve 
their problems. 


Both aides termed the meeting at the 


Northwest Opportunity Center in Rolling 
Meadows "the opening of a good rap- 
port." The meeting was initiated by 
Families United Seeking Equal Services 
(PUSES), recently formed to obtain bet- 
ter treatment for the welfare recipient In 
the area. 


FUSES, which represents some 800 


families, outlined requests for a local' 
public aid office, more knowledgeable 
and concerned caseworkers, education of 
welfare recipients and better commu- 
nication between the welfare recipient 
and public aid office. Until a local office 
Is established, the group wants a toll-free 
number to call when they need informa- 
tion about public aid. 


ABOUT 10 WELFARE mothers told of 


runarounds'at the Chicago public aid of- 
fice, rude and misinformed caseworkers 
and welfare checks cancelled for no 
apparent reason. Some said they had to 
make three or four trips to Chicago be- 
fore they could get their first checks; 
others said they have run up $4 and $5 ' 
phono bills calling the department and 
waiting to get a question answered. 
Many said they have trouble with long 
and tedious forms they receive 
frequently In the mall. 


"Wo feel we are being put aside," sold 


Ida Fowler, FUSES member. "We don't 
want to accept the situation as It Is now. 
Many of us are misinformed and when 
you're hungry and your child Is hungry

MRS. Fowler also complained the wel- 


fare system discourages a mother from 


working or from getting child support 
from her husband because often she gets 
more money if she lets the state pay. 
"Often the decision is made for us," she 
said. "If your husband is giving $200 a 
month In child support and the state 
gives $288, it's a matter of $88 a month." 


Marie Becker, Intake supervisor for 


pubjic aid, blamed some of the problems 
on lack of manpower at the public aid 
office. "We just do not have enough 
staff," she said. 


Robert Bowman, director of the north- 


ern district for public aid, said he hoped 
there w6uld be more caseworkers in the 


suburbs in a month or so. But he told 
welfare recipients not to blame his office 
for 
"the 
mistakes that Springfield 


makes," pointing to the forms the state 
sends to recipients. 


However, .Bowman did promise to look 


into the individual problems and agreed 
to meet again in a month. 


"I think the most Important thing 


about the meeting is that we got to pour 
out how we Jeel and make the public aid 
people away," said Mrs. Ellis. "I feel 
our questions are In the process of being 
answered."

Referral service to aid 99500 seniors

An estimated 9,500 senior citizens liv- 


ing in Wheeling Township will benefit 
from a new Information and referral ser- 
vice set.up by township officials. 


Elderly residents of the villages of 


Wheeling and Buffalo Grove will benefit 
directly because no senior citizens' pro- 
grams exist in the .two towns. Arlington 
Heights and Mount Prospect already 
have a program but township officials 
say there will be no overlapping of ser- 
vices.

An agreement to purchase the Buffalo 


Grove Golf Course Is expected to be con- 
sidered by the village board next week1 
and officials are still hopeful the village 
will take over the facility by Jan. 1. 


Village Pres. Gary Armstrong said 


Monday village officials expect, to re- 
ceive the agreement from the golf course 
owners this week and will consider it. at 
the June 24 village board meeting. He 
said he Is not-anticipating problems in 
approving the agreement. 


The owners of the course have tenta- 


tively agreed to sell it to the village for 
$1.1 million. Armstrong said there have 
been no attempts fay the*owners to raise 
the asking price for the course. 


UNDER THE PROPOSED agreement, 


the village would take over the golf 
course and have five years to arrange a 
method of financing It. Village officials 
have considered a number of financing 
alternatives, including several that would 
raise property taxes. No decision, how- 
ever, has been reached, according to 
Armstrong. 


"There really is no rush because we 


have a five-year option and can decide 
later how to finance it," he said. - 


Village Mgr. Daniel Larson said offi- 


cials are looking at three possible meth- 
ods of financing the course. It could sell 
general obligation bonds, revenue bonds 
or a combination of both, he said. 


If the village chooses to finance the 


course through the sale of general obliga- 
tion bonds, officials said, homeowners 
could be assessed as much as an addi- 
tional $25 a year for the next 20 years. 
Since the village is not a home-rule com- 
munity, the sale of general obligation 
bonds would have to be approved by vot- 
ers In a referendum. 


LARSON SAID A number of officials 


prefer that financing be arranged after' 
the village becomes home-rule to avoid 
bringing the matter to a referendum. 
Once the village becomes 'home-rule, 
elected officials would have the power to 
Increase taxes up to a set percentage of 
the village's assessed valuation without 
voter approval. 
•. 


If the village, chooses to finance the 


course with a combination of general ob- 
ligation bonds and revenue.bonds, offi- 
cials said homeowners could be assessed 
an additional H 50 to $5 a year. The in- 
crease would depend on the ratio of the 
two types of bonds. 
. ' . ; , - ' • • . 


Larson has said he prefers financing ' 


the course with, general obligation bonds' 
because, the village would pay 'a lower 
interest rate than with revenue bonds. 


Village officiate have said they are still 


hopeful the village can afford to buy the 
golf course without a tax increase, but 
some have said they would go along with 
one If It becomes necessary. Some offi- 


cials, however, are skeptical about rais- 
ing taxes to purchase it. 


LARSON SAID all indications are that 


the' golf course is a moneymaking oper- 
ation, which may make it unnecessary to 
raise taxes in order to purchase It. Vil- 
lage officials are exploring alternate 
ways of financing In the event the reve- 
nue raised at the course is not enough to 
pay for its purchase, he said. 


If the agreement to purchase the golf 


course Is approved, the village would 
make an initial down payment of $1,000. 
Af the time the agreement is executed 
and the down payment made, the village 
would begin operating the course as a 
municipal facility. 


Under the agreement, the village 


would make an annual payment of $1,000 
to the owners until financing is arranged. 
In addition, the village would be required 
to make monthly interest payments on 
the unpaid balance. 


The owners, have requested 6 per cent 


interest on the unpaid balance for the 
first two years and 7 per cent for the 
remaining three years of the agreement. 
Officials said financing would be ar- 
ranged as soon as possible to avoid pay- 
ing more interest than necessary. 


IN ANY CASE, under the agreement, 


the village could pay almost $333,000 In 
Interest before financing of the course is 
arranged. The interest would be $66,000 
for each of'the'first two years and $77,000 
for each of the three remaining years.

Oil firm rep urges 
consumers to conserve 


A lady determined to prove her point 


— that energy conservation does make a 
difference — Kitty Borah of Houston, 
Tex., recently visited the Northwest sub- 
urbs. 


Kitty says she's taken on the energy 


shortage problems as a personal cru- 
sade. A former television public affairs 
executive, she joined the Shell Oil Co. as 
special services representative several 
months ago. Hopscotch tours around the 
country on behalf of the oil company are 
"not self-serving," she Insists. 


People in the United States consume 


more energy than the combined popu- 
lations of Great Britain, Japan, Germany 
and Russia, Kitty notes. She points to 
two major areas where the individual 
can conserve energy — in the home and 
in transportation. 


"It's something we need to do since 


some of the things we use every day 
waste more than half the energy sup- 
plied," she said. 


AS AN EXPERIMENT, Kitty spent an 


"energy-free" weekend in her Houston 
apartment. 


Kitty concedes that a typical American 


family may not be willing to heat water 
on a charcoal grill for Instant coffee or to 
broil steaks by candlelight. Yet an under- 
standing of how energy is used in your 
home can cut down on energy usage and 
ultimately the cost of living, she said. 


Start with heating and air conditioning 


In your scrutiny of home energy con- 
sumption, she suggests. Check for proper 
insulation and venting, and modify thcr-

today 


mostat settings to cut fuel bills. Curb hot 
water usage and check efficiency of ap* 
pliances. 


In the transportation area, families 


can cut their gasoline purchases by 
eliminating unnecessary short trips. "If 
each family in the United States would 
take one less short trip a week — seven 
instead of eight — it would save 2.9 bit-' 
lion gallons of gasoline a year," says Kit- 
ty- 


THE SHIFT to smaller automobiles by 


many Americans indicates "we're get- 
ting away from the bigger-is-better syn- 
drome, and taking another look at our 
values," she said. 


Gasoline octane ratings — posted by 


Federal Energy Administration require- 
ments — are not as important as keeping 
an auto engine tuned for energy con- 
servation, Kitty said. The FEA and the. 
Federal Trade Commission, however, 
contend that octane ratings can serve ast 
an indicator to motorists whether their 
cars can operate efficiently on low oc-.'

Controversy has been growing 


about the leadership of ErviU, who 
has been superintendent since 1970. 
Parents, teachers and principals 
are divided into warring camps 
and have been issuing statements 
cither calling for his dismissal or 
urging support for his leadership. 


The board has been slow to ei- 


ther give the superintendent a vote 
of confidence and thus hopefully 
end the debate, or to remove him 
from his position. The time is now 
for the board to make up its mind, 
for the district cannot much longer 
t o l e r a t e the controversy con- 
cerning Ervltl's leadership. 


Although Ervitl has been the 


source of discussion in the district 
almost since he was hired, the pre- 
sent controversy surfaced when 
the district's principals drew up a 
letter objecting to his adminis- 
trative practices. 


Since then, a group of parents 


has come forward to ask Ervitl to 
resign, the district's administrative 
personnel have Issued a statement 
supporting him and, generally, 
those associated with the district 
have been choosing up sides. 


It is important, at this time, to 


review some of the problems in 
Dlst. 59. Erviti, who Is blunt and 
frequently abrasive, was hired as 
"Moorintcndcnt in 1970 to replace 
Ponald Thomas, who was fired. 


Erviti entered a district which 


had employed several business 
managers in a very short time (in- 
cluding one who had been fired for 
incompetence.) In addition, shortly 
after Erviti started his job, the dis- 
trict went through the only teach- 
ers' strike in the history of this 
area. The negotiations which led to 


the strike had begun before Erviti 
came to the district. 


When Erviti was hired, the board 


asked him to help get the district 
back into shape after the turmoil. 
It appears that Erviti has fulfilled 
adequately his initial charge from 
the board. While no district in the 
current economic situation is fi- 
nancially stable, Dist. 59's position 
no longer teeters near chaos. That 
is an accomplishment of major im- 
portance. 


Now it's up to the board to deter- 


mine whether Erviti shall continue 
to lead the district. If the board de- 
cides that Erviti is now such a 
divisive force that he can no longer 
lead the district, it should take ac- 
tion. 


Ervitl does have a contract 


which has two years left to run. If 
the board decides it must replace 
him, it should be-sure to treat its 
contractual- obligations with re- 
spect. In short, it may well cost the 
district money to settle Erviti's 
contract, and that is only right, but 
the cost should not prevent the 
board from acting in the best inter- 
ests of the district. 


The divisions now evident in 


Dist. 59 must not be allowed to fes- 
ter. Such a situation will serve nei- 
ther James Erviti, who will be 
functioning with less than complete 
confidence from his board and-the 
community, nor the children of Elk 
Grove,Township Dist. 59. 


Let's pass ERA 


The Equal Rights Amendment to 


the U.S. Constitution, guaranteeing 
equality for women, is within a 
handful of votes of ratification in 
both houses of the Illinois General 
Assembly. 


The Herald remains convinced 


the ERA is needed to assure wom- 
en many of the rights to which they 
are entitled, but have difficulty se- 
curing. We also remain convinced 
that the so-called bad effects of the 
amendment cited by opponents are 
without substance. 


Apparently many legislators who 


first opposed ERA now agree with 
that viewpoint, because there has 
been a steady conversion of oppo- 
nents to support of the measure. 


With clear majorities both the 


House and the Senate now support- 
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ing ERA, although three-fifths ma- 
jorities are needed for ratification, 
we again urge anti-ERA legislators 
to accede to the majority and sup* 
ply the needed votes. 


In the Northwest suburbs, there 


are four legislators who originally 
voted against ERA but now are re- 
ported ready to vote in its favor. 
They are 
Sen. John 
Nimrod, 


R-Skokie; Rep. John Friedland, 
R-S. Elgin; Rep. Leo LaFleur, 
R-Bloomingdale; and Rep. Jack 
Williams, D-Franklin Park. We 
congratulate them for their open- 
mindedness, and encourage them 
not to falter when the vote comes. 


Remaining in opposition to the 


ERA in the Senate are Sen. John 
Graham, R-Barrington; Sen. David 
J. Regner, R-Mount Prospect; and 
Sen. Howard Mohr, R-Forest Park. 
In the House, opponents still in- 
c l u d e R e p . Donald Totten, 
R-Hoffman Estates; Rep. Eugene 
Schlickman, R-Arlington Heights; 
Rep. Robert S. Juckett, R-Park 
Ridge; and Rep. Richard A. Walsh, 
R-Oak Park. 


Once again, we urge these legis- 


lators to recognize that women do 
not enjoy the rights which are their 
heritage. We also urge that their 
constituents Inform these legisla- 
tors of their feelings on ERA be- 
fore the issue is again voted upon, 
probably this week. The Herald 
will be happy to supply addresses 
and phone numbers of your legisla- 
tors.

'Tax cuts unfashionable9

WASHINGTON - This year the aver- 


ago American taxpayer will work more 
than two and a half hours a day to pay 
all of his federal, state and local taxes. 


The Tax Foundation Inc., a New York 


City-based tax research group, has com- 
puted that the time the overage Ameri- 
can wage earner must put in just to pay 
hb 1074 taxes will amount to two hours 
and 38 minutes out of every eight-hour 
day. 


Multiplied by five, the annual tax bite 


requires 13 hours and 10 minutes of labor 
out of a 40-hour work week. 


In other words, you must work all day 


Monday and until 10 minutes past 2 p.m. 
on Tuesday to pay your due to the gov- 
ernment each week. 


Seen in another perspective, It took the 


average worker from Jan. 1 until May 1 
to earn enough money to pay his 1074 
taxes, according to the foundation's cal- 
culations. 


Like the old adage about "death and 


taxes," the trend in ever-rising local, 
Btoto and federal taxes goes on. 


Curiously, when one seeks an ex- 


planation from elected officials about the 


reasons for the dismal rating Americans 
give their representatives, rarely does 
anyone suggest disgruntlement over 
taxes. 


Much is heard in Congress nowadays 


about closing tax loopholes used by the 
wealthy and big business. Such talk usu- 
ally comes under the umbrella of "tax 
reform," which for some strange reason 
seldom Includes tax reductions. 


Lately, there has been discussion in 


Congress about a temporary tax cut to 
head off the possibility of recession even 
though many experts believe it would 
probably feed inflation. 


Still, permanently reducing taxes to 


ease the burden on all Americans — not 
to mention those lower and middle In- 
come Americans least able to shoulder it 
— isn't a fashionable issue to champion 
In Congress. 


Championing ambitious social welfare 


programs is. 


Thus, as Congress wrestles this year 


with a $305 billion budget, and state gov- 
ernments try to devise new sources of 
revenue, government leaders are still 
proposing new and costly programs to 
deal with a myriad of problems. 


It's difficult to find anyone in Congress 


who opposes periodic Social Security in- 
creases for the elderly, but at the same 
time the rise -in Social Security taxes 
since 1972 along will boost tax payments 
by $17.1 billion. 


The trend In government programs is 


to accumulate more and more tax reve- 
nue so as to provide the public with more 
and more social services. 


The result is that it takes the average 


American longer and longer to pay his 
share of government's cost before he can 
begin working for himself. 


The Tax Foundation's latest figures on 


the sweat and toil it takes to 'pay off 
one's taxes makes this point painfully 
clear. (UPI)

I was saddened and dismayed by the 


letter of 13-year-old Jim Ward (the 
"proud member of the Mavericks") in 
today's Herald. I'd appreciate your get- 
ting it into your Fence Post. Thanks. 
Dear Jim Ward, 


Jim, 30 years ago I was a 13-year-old 


boy, too, and I played baseball, a sport 
with which your letter shows you are not 
familiar. You see, Jim, when I was a kid 
we had things called "friends" — people 
we enjoyed doing things with. When we 
would get together to play ball, the idea 
was that this was a pastime, a game, 
something to have a lot of fun doing to- 
gether. 


We sometimes spent 20 minutes or 


more trying to figure out "who goes on 
whose team, where home plate shall go, 
and who will bring the ball and bat" and 
for some reason we never thought of it 
as "time and frustration." It was just 
more of the fun — doing things with 
friends. 


And the teams we had would probably 


shock you. The ages ranged from, 6-or-7 
to 15-or-16, and the heights were any- 
where from 30 inches to 6-foot-2. Team 
sizes varied too — they depended entire- 
ly on how many guys (and gals — we 
had a few of those, too) were going to 
play. I can't ever recall us having 9 men 
on a side. It usually came out six-versus- 
five or sometimes sevcn-versus-five (if 
the 6-year-olds were in great abundance, 
we estimated two of them for a 12-year- 
old, and so on). 


And when we played, the whole idea of 


it was to play. It was a game — com- 
petitive, of course, as all games are — 
and a lot of fun. 


We never worried about getting our 


names in the papers. We would have 
thought playing to get famous was dumb. 
And we tried our best to win, too — but 
not for the reason you think: Believe it 
or not, Jim, it was no fun playing against 
a team that wasn't trying to beat you. So 
we tried to beat them — and they tried 
to beat us. But it was in no sense guided 
by a burning urge for victory — it was 
sportsmanship. 


Another thing that might shock you, 


Jim — ability had nothing to do with per- 
mission to play. Anybody who wanted to 
play, could play. You see, Jim, we knew 
it was a game, and the idea of a game 
was to have fun competing with your 
friends. Nobody won anything. Nobody 
had a uniform. And especially — 


Nobody tried to get parents involved. 


After all, they were another generation, 
and certainly not our peers, and we had 
enough sense to know that growups 
wouldn't be interested in kid stuff. So 
when- we'd come home, and they'd 
say, "Whatcha been doing?" we'd say 
"Playing ball." Once in a white, they'd 
ask, "Who won?" Then we'd say, "We 
did," or just as often, "They did." And 
that was it. Oh, maybe they'd say "Good 
for you," or "Better luck next time," but 
that was it for them, too. After all, it was 
no more important than how many times 
we were "It" playing tag, or who ate the 
most crabapples from the trees in the 
city park. It was kid stuff, and the 
grownups respected it. And we, in turn, 
respected the grownups for respecting it. 


Another thing, Jim — we would have 


thought "trying out" for a team was un- 
American. It meant that a guy or gal 
had to be good to get on a team, not 
simply enthused about the game. It 
meant that winning the game was impor- 
tant, not playing it. In later years,'when 
high schools and colleges began to worry 
about the athletic ability of potential 
teams, and not the love of the sports 
themselves, I simply dropped out of all 
sports entirely.— no, that's not quite 
right — sports as I bad known them no 
longer existed. I didn't know what the 
school teams were doing, but I could see 
at a glance they weren't having any 
more fun. 


The best part, though, was something 


that you may already be too old to un- 
derstand, Jim: if it rained, or if the 
church carnival was set up on the corner

lot where we used to play — we weren't 
left standing around looking stupid in a 
lot of useless uniforms. We were in 
someone's house playing with his new

Should gall bladder be removed? 


I have • gall bladder that U not work, 


ing. Why Is this ailment to common In 
older persons? Will a low-fat diet and no. 
gas foods control UT Why should it be 
removed? Is It really necessary? I am 
taking Donnatal pills before meals and 
ButaxoUdln after meals, which gives me 
relief. Are these harmful If taken con. 
stantly? I will appreciate any Informa- 
tion you can give me. Incidentally, I'm 
7». 


Doctors call such a gall bladder a 


"nonfunctlonlng" gall bladder. Remem- 
ber that the gall bladder 4s just a sack to 
store bllo until it Is needed. Otherwise, 
the bile from the liver flows down the 
main duct right into the small intestine 
as soon as it is manufactured by the liv- 
er. A nonfunctionlng gall bladder is one 
that, can't fill or store bile for any rea- 
son. 


In 97 per cent of the coses the goli 


bladder contains stones. The process that 
leads to the stone formation ends up 
causing the gall bladder to stop function- 
ing. A stone may bo lodged In the open- 
Ing to tho gall bladder blocking the flow 
of bile into the gall bladder. Or, tho blad- 
der may have been inflammed and re- 
mains as a scarred contracted sack with 
stones inside It 


We really don't know what causes tho 


stones in the first place. Some people 
form bllo that is very rich in choles- 
terol. The cholesterol settles out as crys- 
tals and begins tho stone formation. 
There is some evidence that bacteria in 
the gall bladder contributes to the prob- 
lem even if they are not the primary 
cause. The bacteria can pass up the bile 
ducts from the small intestine and into 
the gall bladder. 


THE STONES THAT are formed may 


be mostly of cholesterol. These can 
sometimes be dissolved by medicine — a 
recent medical development. Other 
stones are small, hard, black stones 
formed from the bile pigments. Most 
stones ore a mixture of the two. 


There is no rule that nonfunctloning 


gall bladder must be removed in every 
case. The reason many doctors want to 
remove them is that within 10 years 30 
per .cent of the patients with gall stones 
will'have complications from gall blad- 
der disease. 


This Includes obstruction of the bile 


ducts with a stone, causing jaundice and 
liver disease, pancreatic disease,.acute 
inflamed gall bladder, which can be a 
painful attack and lead to serious com- 
plications, and the possibility of devel- 
oping cancer. It is equally important to 
note that 70 per cent of patients with gall 
stones do not develop complications. 


AS -YOU MIGHT guess, In people 


younger than 80, most doctors agree that 
surgery should be done. From SO to 60 
there is a hot debate, and after 60 it is 
often not done unless there is already 
evidence .of a complication that requires 
it. 


Your medicines are fine if you seem to 


be getting along with them. I'm not sure 
why you arc taking them. If it is for pain' 
from gall bladder diseases that may be 
one reason for considering surgery at 
your age. 
, 


A low-fat, "no-gas foods" diet will 


help to prevent the indigestion symptoms 
from gall bladder disease. Such a diet 
will not cure the gall bladder disease itr 
self, however.

Paralegal employes, legal 
specialization weighed 


Two new concepts are under study by 


the legal profession in Illinois and other 
parts of the nation — legal specialization 
and the use of paralegal employes. 


Both concepts are being tested in some 


states. 


Specialization within the legal profes- 


sion is based upon the practice already 
used within tho medical profession. A 
general medical practitioner can' list 
himself as on "M.D." and a certified 
doctor specializing In some field of medi- 
cine also con moke known the fact that 
ho is a specialist. This is not only be- 
lieved by many to bo a bonus for the 
doctor, but also for his prospective 
patients, who can cosily find someone 
who can help them for treatment of a 
specific ailment. 


Such a practice of specialization in the 


legal profession would consist of an at- 
torney having to work In his particular 
field of interest for several years before 
he could be certified a specialist. Ho 
could then list himself In the yellow 
pages of a telephone directory or on tho 
"shingle" In front of his office as a spe- 
cialist In a certain area of law, such as 
"probate" or "divorce," etc. 


Specialization already is in effect in 


California. 


Law for today ... 


THE INTRODUCTION of paralegal as- 


sistants is a reality in many large law 
flrn-s in Chicago. However, the profes- 
sion in Illinois Is currently discussing 
making mandatory the certification of 
such employes within this state. 


A paralegal is much the same as a 


paramedic which we have heard much 
about during the post two years. The 
paralegal employe Is a person who as- 
sists on attorney, but has not graduated 
from a law school. He is generally a per- 
son who has been trained for several 
weeks or months in a paralegal school, 
such as one in Philadelphia. 


It must be made clear, however, that 


the attorney Is fully responsible for the 
work of his paralegal employe. 


The main purpose in hiring such a per- 


son Is to reduce the time and effort, and 
thus the cost to the client, which normal- 
ly would have to be spent by the attorney 
in doing research on a cose or filling out 
legal forms, such as contracts, with 
clients.

The lumberjack days of 
yesterday and the heritage of the 
Chlppewa Indian are the star attrac- 
tions as tour guides show and tell 
what life was all about In Northern 
Wisconsin a century ago. 


The Namekagon Queen stern- 


wheeler, similar to the boats used 
to push logs along the River back in 
the 1880s, starts dally tours on June 
30, along the Namekagon River, pre- 
served in its natural state. The boat 
takes visitors over to the site of the 
old North Wisconsin Dumber Co. log- 
ging camp, where old-time lumber-

Dally, tickets for the Lumber- 
jack World Championships are $3.75 
for adults, $2.75 for students 12 -18, 
and $1.75 for children. Room rates at 
Telemark vary from $20 per day for 
singles on weekdays and $32 on 
weekends, double occupancy.

Baseball's old .axiom regarding wild 


pitches states they are to be avoided, like 
a nosy mother-in-law lest they become 
overbearing and foul up all your better 
effort*. 


Dar Townsend discovered this old 


truism the hard way on Sunday. Hurling 
an otherwise decent ballgamo, Townsend 
wild pitched across single runs In the 
third and fifth Innings, enabling Wheel- 
ing to boot Arlington, 4-2, in a Ninth Dis- 
trict legion opener. 


It mattered not that Townsend helped

Irwin, playing steadily if not spectacu-

On the ninth, one of Winged Foot's 


tougher holes, he rolled in a 35-fcoter for 


a birdie which put him in front to stay..

By the same token,. Irwin, who is 29 


but looks older, perhaps because he 


smiles so seldom, says he's going to 
maintain "a low profile." 


Before turning to professional golf, Ir- 


win played football for Colorado. That's 
the same place Supreme Court Justice 
Byron "Whlzzer" White played his col- 
lege football, and curiously, both have, 
pretty much the same general manner or 
'judicial temperament about them. 


The new U.S. Open champ started out 


as a quarterback under coach Eddie 
Crowder at Colorado, then switched to 
defensive back. Irwin sees some parallel 
with playing the secondary in football 
and playing golf. 


"You're out there on'your own in both 


places' and everyone can see the mistak- 
es you make," he says. "There is, of 
course, one big difference. You're stand- 
ing still in golf. Stand still in football and 
you're dead."

DcBolt was the excellent talent he had to 
work with — George Kaagc, Paul Groot, 
Gary Wennerstrom, Willie Kozel'and on 
and on. 


"He's probably the best prospect since 


Jack Bastable," said DcBolt of Kaage, 
his 6-fooMtt, 200-plus pound infielder. 
"He's got all the tools for a pro ball- 
player." 


Kaage, the Herald's all-area first base- 


man, could have slugged down just about 
every hitting record in the league had it 
not been for one statistic — bases on 
balls. 


"Twenty-four walks — that will be a 


record if "I start keeping them now," 
said his coach. Big George didn't see 
many good pitches. Nevertheless, not ev-

cry hurler succeeded in pitching around 
him. 


Against all competition, Kaagc hit .457. 


He hammered out 26 hits, five short of 
the school record, four homers, five 
doubles, 13 stolen bases and 23 runs 
scored. The latter broke one of Bas- 
table's records. 


Kaago has that rare mixture of power 


hitter size and superb speed for a big 
man. He can run to first base in four 
seconds flat. His ability and his potential 
landed him a spot on the Daily News all 
Chicago area team. 


Making up the second half of Wheel- 


Ing's powerful 1-2 punch was Paul Groot, 
team captain and catcher. Groot, batting • 
behind Kaage in the fourth spot, drove in 
a school record 22 runs, breaking the 
mark held by both Scott Day and Bas- 
table of 20. 


Groot, rounding out a fine career as a 


three-sport star, scored 17 runs and bat- 
ted .348 overall. 


"He'll be on an Evans Scholarship at 


Purdue," said DeBolt of Groot, who 
earned the educational, assistance by 
being a golf caddie. "They're going to 
get a good walk-on baseball player." 


This two-man offensive weapon made 


many a pitcher a little nervous, but it 
didn't stop there. The second-best hitter 
overall was Ken Slepicka, "who came on 
real strong" for a .356 average, accord- 
ing to DeBolt. 


When you toss in Steve Rymer's .306, 


Ken Margalskl's .305 and Carl Pfister's 
.302, it's no wonder that Wheeling had its 
finest hitting and run-producing team 
ever. Pfister scored 22 runs to break the 


old school record before Kaage came 
along and bettered the standard. 


With this kind of hitting support, 


Wheeling's two top pitchers — Gary 
Wennerstrom and Willie Kozel — had to 
rank, as DeBolt pointed out, "as good as 
anybody. Between the two of them, they 
won 26 games in two years." 


Wennerstrom rolled up an outstanding 


8-1 record to tie for most wins In a sea- 
son. Together with last year's 6-1 mark. 
Wennerstrom established a new two year 
school record for most wins with a 14-2 
mark, breaking Dwalne Nelson's old 
mark of 12 wins. 


Kozel finished with a 7-3 record after 


winning five the year before. He had 81 
strikeouts in 62 innings. 


Wheeling loses nine lettermen. Only 


three experienced juniors will return— 
Rymer, Al Newman and Mike Brzusz- 
kiewicz. 


However, Wheeling's sophomores won 


the MSL, so DeBolt is already making 
plans for 1975. 


"They'll be young, but we'll still be al- 


right," he said. "We'll be good the next 
two years."

Two no-hitters and one perfect game. 


All-Central Suburban League and a 
coaches' candidate for All-State honors. 
That was the kind of senior season Lig- 
gett produced. 


The Warriors won but eight games. 


Seven times, Liggett was the victor. 


"He was our whole team and I don't 


think there's any question about that," 
said West head coach Al Carstens. 
"When he was pitching we were as tough 
as anybody. When be wasn't, we had 
nothing." 


If you were to select nine ballplayers 


from a 10-raan lineup, Jay Liggett would 
probably go unchosen. His uniform top

He's a bashful sort and probably

Shuns big money 
Tennis qualifying trail 


The number and general excellence of 


Chlcagolaml's daily-fee golf courses sets 
this area above any other metropolis in 
the United States. There are 135 such 
courses in the 2500-squarc mile Chicago 
metropolitan area, and they serve the 
recreational needs of almost 500,000 
golfers. 


There wouldn't be as many courses as 


there arc, however, if It weren't for the 
efforts of men such as Dan Taggart, Jr. 
The owner-manager of Arington Country 
Club, 2000 E. Dundee Road, Taggart op- 
erates, at nominal profit, a course that 
could make him a multi-millionaire over- 
night If It were sold to a housing devel- 
oper. 


A love for both the game and the busi- 


ness of golf provides Taggart's motiva- 
tion. "The hours are brutal during the 
season," he observes, "and we have to 
live with 12 month's worth of expenses 
for a seven or eight-month business. But 
If I sold out here, I'd just find myself 
trying to buy back in somewhere else." 


Dan Taggart's quiet persistence in 


maintaining a valuable community rec- 
reational facility is one of many behind- 
the-scenes stories uncovered by Allen S. 
Kcrr, publisher of the new "Selected Edi- 
tion — Chlcagoland Golf Course Guide." 


In conducting extensive interviews 


with the owners, managers and greens 
superintendents of all daily-fee courses 
In Chlcagoland, Korr discovered that 
some of golflng's greatest fans were the 
very people, who operated and main- 
tained golfing facilities. 


"We've tried to reflect the results of 


the feelings that men like Dan Taggart 
possess for the game in our new book's 
course descriptions," says Kerr, presi- 
dent of ASK Publishing Company, Park 
Ridge. 


His "Selected Edition" features com- 


plete descriptions for 20 of the Chicago 
area's top-courses — among them, Ar- 
lington Country Club. The book, which 
retails for 95 cents, also provides ad- 


dresses, phone numbers, yardage, facil- 
ities, map locations and key personnel 
for all other daily-fee courses in the met- 
ropolitan area. 


The Arlington C.C. layout was original- 


ly purchased nearly 25 years ago by Dan 
I. Taggart, ST., from the Curtiss Candy 
Co. The land had been Curtisa' Farpi No. 
32, where cattle were raised to provide 
milk for the company's candies. 


"My father's minimal down payment 


was accepted by Otto Schnering, then 
president of Curtiss, In preference to a 
much larger offer by George Zaharias, 
the husband of'Babe Didrickson,"'Tag- 
gart recalls. "Curiously enough, my fa- 
ther had given Babe her first golf lessons 
back in the Depression." 


The elder Taggart's promise of hard 


work in lieu of a sizable down payment 
was kept by both father and son. Tag- 
gart, Sr., who passed'away 10 years ago, 
had been a professional golfer and in- 
structor since the age of 13. His sure 
knowledge of the challenges that can be 
"engineered" •into R course ere still 
being enjoyed today by Arlington's cus- 
tomers. 


"Though superhighways have changed 


the character of.daily-fee golf around 
Chicago — bringing new players in 
greater numbers out of the dry to subur- 
ban courses — I'd have to say that our 
regular patrons are a familiar group 
with very little turnover," says Taggart. 


"We host a lot of company, outings and 


league play, including seven . ladies' 
leagues," Taggart observes, "but there's 
always an open nine during the week for 
the occasional golfer." High school stu- 
dents play Fall golf at Arlington, and the 
local Chamber of Commerce regularly 
schedules the young people's tournament 
there. 


A unique aspect of play at Arlington la 


Taggart's concern for the "odd" number 
of golfers — threesomes 'and flvesomes. 
Among, his motorized carts are one-per- 
son vehicles, permitting groups other 
than the standard twosomes and four' 


somes to be readily accommodated. 


Another popular "feature" at Arlington 


Is the club's Pro, Gene Battistoni. Now 
in his 17th season at the course, Gene 
qualifies as an Institution, pleasing and 
amazing Arlington patrons with his In- 
structional talents and an extensive 
knowledge of the game. 


"Our personnel-are pretty regular, and 


that's a definite asset to the golfer who 
plays here routinely and wants to ask a 
question or voice a criticism," says Tag- 
gart. "We've got 25 seasonal employees, 
and most have been with us some time. 
Our greens superintendent, George Wdd- 
ner, one of the area's finest, has been 
here 22 years." 


In every aspect of course operation, 


Dan Taggart exhibits a real concern for 
the golfer. 


"Even though they've motorized his 


means of getting from the'first tee to the 
18th green," says Taggart, "we always 
have to remember that we're dealing 
with a person who wants. competitive 
recreation. He wants a challenge to his 
abilities on the course, and a bit of re- 
freshment, comfort and a chance to talk 
when he comes in. Providing both is our 
business and our life. We love it, and as 
long as the area's economic conditions 
permit, we'll be here.'.'

The owners of the course have tenta- 


tively agreed to sell It to the village for 
fl.I million. Armstrong said there have 
been no attempts by the owners to raise 
the asking price for (ho course. 


UNDER HIE PROPOSED agreement, 


the village would take over the golf 
course and have five years to arrange a 
method of financing it. Village officials 
havtvconsldered a number of financing 
alternatives, Including several that would

Village Mgr. Daniel Larson said offi- 


cials are looking at three possible meth- 
ods of financing the course. It could sell 
general obligation bonds, revenue bonds 
or a combination of both, he said. 


If the village chooses to finance the 


course through the sale of general obliga- 
tion bonds, officials said, homeowners 
could be assessed as much as an addi- 
tional $25 a year for the next 20 years. 
Since the village Is not a home-rule com- 
munity, the sale of general obligation 
bonds would have to be approved by vot- 
ers in a referendum. 


LARSON SAID A number of officials 


prefer that financing be arranged after 
the village becomes home-rule to avoid 
bringing the matter to a referendum. 
Once the village becomes home-rule, 
elected officials would have the power to 
increase taxes up to a set percentage of 
the village's assessed valuation without 
voter approval. • 


If the village chooses to finance the 


course with a combination of general ob- 
ligation bonds and revenue bonds, offi- 
cials said homeowners could be assessed 
an additional $4.50 to $5 a year. The in- 
crease would depend on the ratio of the 
two types of bonds. 


Larson has said he prefers financing 


the course with general obligation bonds 
because the village would pay a lower 
interest rate than with revenue bonds. 


Village officials have said they arc still 


hopeful the village can afford to buy the 
golf course without a tax Increase, but 
some have said they would go along with 
one if it becomes necessary. Some offi- 
cials, however, are skeptical about rais- 
ing taxes to purchase it. 


LARSON SAID all indications arc that 


the golf course Is a moneymaking'oper- 
ation, which may make it unnecessary to 
raise taxes in order to purchase it. Vil- 
lage officials are exploring alternate 
ways of financing in the event the reve- 
nue raised at the course Is not enough to 
pay for Its purchase, he said. 


If the agreement to purchase the golf 


course is approved, the village would 
make an initial down payment of $1,000.

Defective furnaces that may be leaking 


deadly fumes are Installed in an esti- 
mated 1,700 or more Centex Corp.-bullt 
houses in Elk Grove Village, The Herald 
has learned. 


At least 150 faulty furnaces have been 


repaired already by local heating com- 
panies and a check of 22 homes by one 
contractor turned up only three furnaces 
without defects, village and furnace re- 
pair sources show. 


One local family was overcome by car- 


bon monoxide fumes less than a month 
after their furnace was inspected and 
cleaned by the company that installed it. 
Other families have had to repair their 
furnaces as often as once a year because 
the defect has recurred in replacement 
parts. 


V I L L A G E OFFICIALS have been 


aware of the situation for two years but 
made no effort to release the information 
to the public until confronted with details . 
of the possible hazard by Herald report- 
ers. 


No announcement was made "because 


we haven't been able to get a handle on 
it or pinpoint responsibility," said Vil- 
lage Mgr. Charles Willis. 


The defects were discovered to- the 


heat exchangers of four furnace' models 
installed in about 1,700 Centex homes in 


1965 and 1967, according to village offi- 
cials. 


Local heating contractors and indepen- 


dent consultants attribute the problem In 
part to poor furnace design but primarily 
to Improper installation of the furnaces. 


CENTEX CORP. has built virtually all 


of the 6,000 homes in Elk Grove Village. 
All the nouses have one of various mod- 
els of furnaces manufactured by Johnson 
Corp. of Bellevue, Ohio. 


The problem surfaced in the spring 


and summer of 1972 when Robert Whig 
of Wing Heating and Air Conditioning Co. 
and Scott Hassler of Scott Heating and 
Air Conditioning Co. noted a pattern of 
furnace problems in the village. 


Hassler made a door-to-door check of 


22 homes in his Elk Grove Village neigh- 
borhood. Of the 22 homes, 19 either had 
defective furnace heat exchangers or had 
exchangers that had been replaced. 


Wing and Hassler informed village offi- 


cials in the spring of 1972 and wrote to 
Johnson Corp. about the problem in Octo- 
ber. 


IN ONE FURNACE model, inside 


walls of the heat exchanger corrode or 
crack, causing fume leaks, according to 
the contractors. In another model, corro- 
sion occurs on the flanged outside wall of 
the heat exchanger or on the connection 
point where the vent pipe leads to the 
chimney, contractors have found. 


According to Willis, the village has 


pursued the problem since officials were 
first informed. "This is a serious prob- 


lem but not one of a crisis proportion — 
it Is not a clear threat to the people of 
the village." 


Willis said the village has hired an en- 


gineer who is studying the corroded heat 
exchangers now but has not yet deter- 
mined who or what is at fault. The vil- 
lage expects to have those results in 
three weeks. 


Willis added that the village's only at- 


tempt to warn residents of the problem 
was a printed warning on the bottom of 
water bills to have furnaces checked and 
cleaned by a reputable firm. 


USING THE INFORMATION provided 


by the two contractors, Village Building 
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Director Thomas Rettenbacher prepared 
a map pinpointing the neighborhoods 
where defective furnaces are most pre- 
valent. The area is bounded "by Salt 
Creek on the east, Devon Avenue on the 
south, Keswick Road on the north and "on 
the west by the village limits.

George Fiedler of Johnson Corp., said 


that in most cases the parts of the fur- 
nace were not defective and,the problem 
is a matter of poor ventilation because.oE 
improper installation. He said the prob- 
lem with their furnaces is unique to Elk 
Grove Village. Johnson furnaces in other

Businessman says 
he was harassed

Bernard Wasmer, owner of Duo Sign 


Co., described Monday a pattern of 
threats and harassment that prevented 
him from enforcing a business agree- 
ment with former Wheeling trustee Wil- 
liam Hart. 


Wasmcr was the first witness called to 


testify In Hart's U.S.-District Court trial 
on a charge of conspiracy to commit ex- 
tortlon. 


Two other persons accused of con- 


spiring with Hart, James Stavros, for- 
mer Wheeling Township Democratic 
commJttccmnn, and William Blcbcr, for- 
mer village building director, are no 
longer defendants In the cose. 


The alleged conspiracy was aimed at 


nullifying an agreement signed In Sep- 
tember 1070 when Hart sold Duo Sign Co. 
to Wasmer. For an extra $5,000 added to 
the purchase price of the company, Hart 
agreed not to operate a sign business 
within 75 miles of Wheeling, Wasmcr 
said. 


By referring to a diary of his conversa- 


tions with Hart, Stavros and Bleber, 
Wasmcr outlined a pattern of continual 
harassment which started when Hart, 
who had moved to Florida, returned In 
late 1071. 


Wasmcr said at that time he began 


having trouble getting sign permits from 
Blcbcr. Developers began canceling 
their business, citing pressure front 
Stavros, and Stavros himself threatened 
him to force the closing of the Duo Sign 
Co., Wasmcr sold. 


U.S. 
District Judge Abraham Lincoln 


Marovitz said government -prosecutors 
established evidence of a conspiracy and 
ruled that conversations between Wasmcr 
and Stavros or Wasmcr and Bleber 
would be admlssable as testimony In the 
Hart trial. 


Hart later opened the Night and Day 


Electric Sign Co. with then trustee Mi- 
chael Valcnza. 


WASMER SAID THE harassment by 


Bleber Included his refusal to grant a 
sign permit for a billboard at the Mal- 
lard-Lake development, repeated refer- 
ences to the needed Improvements In 
Duo billboards and Blcbcr's refusal to 
meet with Wasmcr except between 2 
a.m. and 4 a.m. 


In ono case, Wasmer said ho filed an 


application for a sip permit for the Mal- 
lard Lake development on Dec. 16, 1971. 
The permit was not granted until late 
February, after Wasmcr made repeated 
inquiries about the status of the permit. 


Wasmer said several developers, In- 


cluding George Manda, of the VIP Apart- 
ments, and Manuel Kramer, of Holly- 
wood Builders, called to say they were 
going to cancel their business with Duo 
Sign Co. because Wasmcr hadn't "been a 
good boy." They Implied Stavros was be- 
hind their decisions, Wasmcr said. 


The sign company owner said he would 


have liked to enforce his agreement with 
Hart when the former trustee opened 
Nile and Day. But he discussed the mat- 
ter with his attorney, and decided to take 
no action "because I thought if I did I' 
would be asking for the same thing — 
problems 
would start cropping 
up 


again," Wasmer said. 


WASMER'S 
TESTIMONY Included 


mention of two local attorneys. He said 
Village Atty. Paul Hamer of Wheeling 
represented Hart during the sale of Duo 
Sign Co. James McCabe, Stavros' suc- 
cessor as Wheeling Township Democratic 
committeeman, prepared the other pro- 
posed agreement canceling Wasmer's no- 
competition pact with Hart, Wasmer 
said. 


Cross-examination of Wasmer will con- 


tinue today in the bench trial before 
Judge Marovitz. 


Charges in this case against Stavros 


were dropped when the former com- 
mitteeman pleaded guilty to extorting 
$92,000 from three Wheeling developers 


, and filing a false Income tax return. He 


was sentenced to a four-year prison 
term and fined $25,000. 


Bleber has already pleaded guilty to 


the conspiracy charge as well as four ad- 
ditional charges of conspiracy, extortion, 
perjury and Income tax evasion. Sentenc- 
ing Is scheduled for June 27. 


According to Wasmer, Stavros began 


threatening him after Hart decided to 
open a sign business, thus violating his 
agreement. "I'll bury you," Wasmer 
quoted Stavros as saying, "I'll lock the 
joint up. All I have to do Is call the cus- 
tomers up and they'll cancel their 
signs." 


Wasmcr admitted that Stavros had 


been a source of business and said the 
former committeeman had referred sev- 
eral developers to him for sign work. In 
exchange, for business from Miller- La- 
Plcrrc, Inc., Wasmcr said he paid Stavros 
a $100 commission. 


STAVROS WAS also responsible for a 


January 1972 meeting among Bleber, 
Hart, Wasmcr and Stavros at the Clayton 
House restaurant, according to Wasmer. 
Ho said at that time the three men tried 
to get him to sign a document which 
would cancel the original agreement. 


The sign company owner said the 


group then went to the Wheeling Trust 
and Savings Bank, where bank official 


. Robert Moore drew up an agreement 


which he, Wasmer, was supposed to sign. 
This was the second time Wasmer said 
ha had been presented such an agree- 
ment. He sold he refused to sign both 
times. 


According to Wasmer, the agreement 


was to have Blcbcr send all electrical 
sign work to the company which Hart 
was planning to open. All painted sign 
work was to be sent to Wasmer.

areas of the country have not had this 
problem, ho said.

The swimming pool ordinance — 


enacted In 1972 — governs the in- 
stallation and operation of all private 
pools in Des Plaines. While the ordi- 
nances took effect In May, 1073, many 
residents are unaware of Its provisions. 


City code requires yearly Inspections 


and operating permits for most pools. It 
also calls for safety features including an 
8-foot setback requirement, limits on 
electrical wiring, five-foot fencing with 
gates, reclrculatlng systems capable of 
filtering pool contents in 10 hours or less 
and diving board depth limits. The city 
may shut down any pool In violation of 
the ordinance. 


THE ANNUAL influx of door-to-door 


talesmen — which reaches a peak during 
the summer months — Is tho subject of 
another city ordinance. By law, any per- 
son wishing to solicit within the city lim- 
its must be registered with the chief of 
police. Salesmen are prohibited from so- 
Lolling at buildings with signs reading 
"No Solicitors Invited" or "No Peddlers 
Invited." 


Registered solicitors may go to build- 


ings where signs reading "Only Solicitors 
Registered In the City of Des Plaines In- 
vited" are displayed. Door-to-door ped- 
dlers are also limited to selling between 
9 a.m. and 5 p.m. weekdays. Any person 
violating the ordinance Is subject to .a 
fine of not more than $500 for each of- 
fense. 


That perennial favorite of homeowners 


— tho garage sale — is also governed by 
city code in an ordinance entitled "Ga- 
rage, Rummage and Similar Sales." The 
ordinance allows the sales to be con- 
ducted In residential neighborhoods but 
limits the enterprising homeowner to one 
sale a year. The penalty for violating the 
ordinance Is a fine of not less than $10 
and not more than $500 for each offense. 


Other summer related ordinances In- 


clude: 


• BIRDS, INJURY TO: It Is unlawful 


for any person to "kill or wound, or at- 
tempt to kill or wound, by use of a fire- 
arm, slingshot, bow and arrow or other- 
wise, any bird other than to English 


sparrows, or to take the eggs or young of 
any bird." 


English sparrows can take heart, how- 


ever, since another city ordinance pro-' 
dibits the discharging of firearms and 
slingshots within city limits. The use of 
bows and arrows and air rifles Is abo 
regulated. 


• Dogs: All dogs must be licensed and 


on a leash at all times. Residents are 
prohibited from allowing "any 'animal or 
fowl to run at large" on public school 
grounds. 


• Fireworks: It Is unlawful for any 


person to "possess, use, display, ignite, 
sell or offer for sale any fireworks, fire- 
crackers, torpedoes, Roman candles, sky 
rockets, cap pistols or other pyrotech- 
nics" within the city. Public exhibitions 
are permitted under expert supervision 
with the approval of the fire marshal and 
consent of the city council. 


• Plants and weeds: the city code de- 


clares certain weeds (jimson, burdock, 
ragweed, thistle, cockleburr, or weeds 
of like kind) to be "nuisances" and pro- 
hibits residences from allowing "such 
weeds to grow or remain on any such 
place." 


PERSONS HARBORING the pesky 


weeds are required to "cut, pull, or oth- 
erwise destroy such weeds at least twice 
a year, once between May 1 and June 15 
and once between July 15 and Aug. 1; 


The height of weeds, grass and plants 


Is also governed by the city in an ordi- 
nance prohibiting residents from allow- 
ing any plants "other than trees, bushes, 
flowers, vegetables or other ornamental 
plants" to grow more than 8 inches. 


Another city regulation .prohibits frees 


from obstructing traffic by growing in 
"such a manner as to obstruct the rays of 


. light of a public lamp or obstruct the 


free passage of persons." 


• Colling on school grounds: It is un- 


lawful for any person to engage in golfing 
activity ("the swinging of golf clubs with 
or without the use of golf balls") on 
school district property. 


• Use of coasters, roller skates, sim- 


ilar devices; No person "upon roller 
skates, or riding in or by means of any 
coaster, toy vehicle or similar device" is 
allowed on the roadway except on streets 
designated as play streets. 


• Riot: Persons are prohibited from 


refusing to "Immediately disperse upon 
an order to do so by a police officer." It 
Is also against city code for two or more 
people to assemble "for the purpose- of 
disturbing the peace or for the purpose 
of committing any unlawful act."

North Maine Fire Protection District 


officials have granted their firefighters a 
pay raise that will go into effect July 1 
and Indicated that another pay hike may 
be given early next year. 


Details of the raise, along with other 


benefits members of the 13-man depart*, 
mcnt will receive, will be released in 
July. It was learned Monday that top sal- 
aries for district firefighters will be 
raised from $11,042 to $11,800, a 6.8 per 
cent Increase.

Sources said that next January fire- 


men may be-granted another,-probably 
smaller, pay Increase but the amount 
would depend on new property assess- 
ments for the approximately 28,000 resi- 
dents of unincorporated Maine Township 
served by the department. 


NORTH MAINE firemen received then- 


last pay raise of 5.5 per cent in March,' 
1973, which brought top firemen's pay to 


$11,042 annually and beginning salary to 
about $9,700. • 


Firemen wero seeking a contract from 


the district's board of trustees, con- 
tending that their wages were up to 
$3,500 less than salaries paid flrefightlng 
crews In neighboring communities. 


District officials rejected the request 


earlier this year, however, but firemen 
were told they probably would get wage 
' increases this summer. 


The contract request stemmed from 


the firefighters' 1973 affiliation with the 
International Assn. of Firefighters, a 
firemen's union. 


Officials said they rejected the con- 


tract proposal because requests were too 
stringent and they failed to see the need 
for a contract in a small department., 


SOURCES ALSO said firemen will re- 


ceive a new sick leave'play whereby

dent consultants attribute the problem In 
•.part to poor furnace design but primarily 
to Improper installation of the furnaces. 


CENTEX CORP. has built virtually all 


of the 6,000 homes in Elk Grove Village. 
All the houses have one of various mod- 
els of furnaces manufactured by Johnson 
Corp. of Belleyue, Ohio. 


The problem .'.surfaced In the spring 


and summer of 1B72 when Robert Wing 
of Wing Heating and Air Conditioning Co. 
and Scott Hassler of Scott Heating and 
Air Conditioning Co. noted a pattern of 
furnace problems hi the village. 


Hassler made a door-to-door check of 


22 homes'ln his Elk Grove Village neigh- 
borhood. Of the 22 homes, 19 either had 
defective furnace heat exchangers or had 
exchangers that had been replaced. 


Wing and Hassler Informed village offi- 


cials in the spring of 1972 and wrote to 
Johnson Corp. about the problem In Octo-

IN ONE FURNACE model, inside 


walls of the heat exchanger corrode or 
crack, causing fume leaks, according to 
the contractors. In another model, corro- 
sion occurs on the flanged outside wall of 
the heat exchanger or on the'connection 
point where the vent pipe leads to the 
chimney, contractors have found. 


According to Willis; ,'the .village, has 


pursued the problem since officials were 
first,Informed. "This is.a serious probr 


lem. but not one of a crisis proportion — 
it is not a clear threat to the people of 
the village." 


Willis said the village has hired an en- 


gineer who Is studying the corroded heat 
exchangers now but has not yet deter- 
mined who or what is at fault The vil- 
lage expects to have those results in 
three weeks. 


Willis added that the village's only at- 


tempt to warn residents of the problem 
was a printed warning on the bottom of 
water bills to have furnaces checked and 
cleaned by a reputable firm;

by the two contractors, Village Building 
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Director Thomas Rettenbacher prepared 
a map pinpointing the neighborhoods 
where defective furnaces are most pre- 
valent. The area is bounded by Salt 
Creek on the east, Devon Avenue on the 
south, Keswick Road on the north and on 
the west by the village limits.

George Fiedler of Johnson Corp., said 


that in most cases the parts of the fur- 
nace were not defective and the problem 
is a matter of poor ventilation because of 
improper installation. He said the prob- 
lem with their furnaces is unique to Elk 
Grove Village.

1965 and 1967. 


Building Inspections were made by the 


Fderal Housing Administration because 
the village did not have a residential 
building Inspection program until 1969, 
Rettenbacher said. 


WILLIS ADDED that local contractors 


have alerted officials, to some Instances 
of present'Code violations In homes In- 
spected by the FHA. Corrections have 
bieen made when a hazard exists, he 
said. 


"We haven't ticketed anybody-but are 


aware that violations like not enough 
combustion air, are a problem In some 
homes," said Rettenbacher, adding <his 
own home had that problem. 


Rettenbacher said, residents whose 


homes have building code violations are 
not being cited for violations because 
their homes were built before the code 
was adopted.

who want their furnaces checked wait 
three weeks until a consulting engineer's 
report on local furnace problems Is com- 
pleted before calling for the Inspection. If 
the problem is urgent, he said, In- 
spections can be scheduled before then. 


Furnace inspections are performed by 


local heating contractors for fees ranging 
from $10 to CO. Rettenbacher urged resi- 
dents who want private Inspections to 
choose reputable firms. If there are 
questions about any heating contractor's 
business record In the village, Rettenba- 
chcr said, residents should call village 
hall to check. 


Robert Wing, of Wing Heating and Air 


Conditioning of Elk Grove Village, who 
along with Scott Hassler of Scott Heating 
and Air Conditioning first brought the 
problem to the village's attention, said 
the cost for replacing a faulty heat ex- 


changer varies but averages around $250 
to {275. 


Both contractors said It is possible for 


a homeowner to check his own heat ex- 
changer, by reaching Into the furnace, 
but added that most will have trouble ' 
locating the exacfspot of the problem. 


DANGER FROM toxic fumes escaping 


through holes In furnace heat exchangers 
Is "unlikely and Improbable unless the 
condition Is allowed to deteriorate for 
several years," according to an official 
for Johnson Corp., manufacturers of the 
furnaces Installed In village homes built 
by Centex Corp. 


George Fiedler, chief engineer for the 


Ohio-based firm, said that studies con- 
ducted by his company on the problem 
have found that, for the most part, holes 
in the system develop near the point 
where flue gasses exit from the heat ex- 
changer. "Most of the gases can still es- 
cape through the flue pipe," he added. 


Fiedler warned that while a small hole 


does not necessarily mean danger, if the 
condition is allowed to worsen a larger 
hole could moan danger of asphyxiation.

The furnaces are Installed in most of 


the 1,700 homes in an area bounded by 
Salt Creek on the east, Keswlck Road on 
the north, Devon Avenue on the south 
and the village limits on the west. 


The models are Johnson Corp. fur- 


naces, model numbers, WAS-105, WAS- 
130, WTS-100, and WTS-125. Residents 
can check the model number of their fur- 
nace by reading the rating plate, usually 
located on the back of the unit. 


FIEDLER SAID his company is more 


concerned with the WTS, "drum type" 
unit. The problem with that particular 
unit is moisture collecting and causing 
corrosion at the point where the com- 
bustion gases are fed into another pipe 
leading to the chimney, he said. 


The pipe tends to rust, causing holes 


which allow the toxic gases to escape 
Into the rest of the system. 


According to Fiedler, moisture is a 


natural product of combustion and is pre-' 
sent In any furnace. Moisture collection 
and buildup Is speeded up when the 
amount of air entering and leaving the 
heating system '* not adequate. 


ANOTHER REASON Fiedler cited for 


the' buildup,'is moisture.accumulating 
during the summer in heating systems 
tied into air conditioning systems. Pilot 
light combustion produces 
moisture 


which accumulates more readily on fur- 
nace pipes cooled by the air conditioning, 
he said. 
- 


Fiedler said it was his understanding 


that air-conditioning units were Involved 
in the majority of heating system fail- 
ures. 
' 


It is unclear what the problems with' 


the newer WAS, "sectioned type" unit 
until studies on the problem are.com- 
plete. The problem may either be due to 
a manufacturer's defect or again, im- 
proper installation — specifically, Im- 
proper venting, he said.

Cracks develop in the sectloned-type 


unit, allowing gases to escape into heated 
air being .pumped through the'heating 
systems.

tractors attribute the ventilation' prob- 
lems to improper furnace installations.,

"about 7 p.m." until further notice. 


According to Mattson, Cook County 


Forest Rangers have not been able to 
•handle the large number-of young people 


vwho have been frequenting that part of 
the forest preserve. The crowds have 
also been providng massive cleanup jobs 
for forest preserve personnel. 


"It's ridiculous, We've been sending 


five people in there to clean up every 
day," said Mattson. 


ANOTHER PROBLEM facing rangers 


— the speeders — may be alleviated 
soon. Mattson said-15 m.u.h. speed limits 
in the forest preserve will be enforced by 
radar soon. Mattson would net elaborate 
on when the radar speed patrol would 
actually take effect. 
'"People are just going too fast," said 
Mattson. "Everybody wants to violate 
the speed limit. It's a hazard to children 
and people on bikes who use the'forest 
preserve." 
. , Mattson said speed bumps probably 
cooild not'be used in the preserve. "It's 
all.right.on a short road, but not on the 
long, winding roads of the forest pre- 
serve. If somebody did hit one (a speed 
bump) at high speed, they'd be off Into 
the-woods; 


Mattson said he didn't know how long 


the earller'dosing of the south section of 
the preserve would be in effect. There is 
no set closing time for the forest pre- 
serve, according to Mattson, although 
the preserve has to close by 11 p.m. 


CLOSING TIMES generally depend on 


whether a certain area Is In use, accord- 


Ing to Mattson. "If It's 9 p.m. and an - 
area is empty,' then we generally close it 
down," he said.' 


The problem of congregating youth 


seems to be worse on the south' section of 
the preserve, according to Mattson. "We 
haven't had any problems in the rest of 
the preserve." 


Mattson said plans still call for moving 


the popular elk herd from their present 
location north of Higgins Road to the cor- 
ner of Arlington Heights and Higgins 
roads. According to Mattson, surveying 
of the area has been completed and con- 
tracts should be let soon for construction 
of a new holding area for the elk, which 
might be completed by sometime late 
this year. 


One of the elk, which has been loose 


since last year in the forest preserve, still 
is eluding *is captors and Is somewhere 
deep within the preserve, according to 
Mattson. 


The elk, a young male, startled mo- 


torists along Higgins and Arlington 
Heights roads earlier this year when he 
appeared on the roadway, boldly ap- 
proaching cars. 


Mattson said the chances are good the 


stray elk will be captured later this year, 
when ttie mating season starts. "When 
he gets a look at the females, and they 
start looking good to him, he'll come 
around," said Mattson.

Defective furnaces installed in 1,700 homes

Defective furnaces that may be leaking 


deadly fumes are Installed In an esti- 
mated 1,700 or more Centex Corp.-bullt 
houses in Elk Grove Village, The Herald 
has learned. 


At least 180 faulty furnaces have been 


repaired already by local heating com-' 
panics and a check of 22 homes by one 
contractor turned up only three furnaces 
without defects, village and furnace re- 
pair sources show. 


One local family was overcome by car- 


bon monoxide fumes less than a month 
after their furnace was inspected and 
cleaned by the company that installed it. 
Other families have had to repair their 
furnaces as often as once a year because 
the defect has recurred In replacement 
parts. 


V I L L A G E OFFICIALS have been 


aware of the situation for two years but 
made no effort to release the Information 
to the public until confronted with details 
of the possible hazard by Herald report- 
ers. 


No announcement was made "because 


we haven't been able to get • handle on 
It or pinpoint responsibility," said Vil- 
lage Mgr..Charles WlUls. 


The defects were discovered in the 


heat exchangers of four furnace models 
installed in about 1,700 Centex homes In 
1963 and 1987, according to village offi- 
cials. 


Local heating contractors and indepen- 


dent consultants attribute the problem In 
part to poor furnace design but primarily 
to Improper Installation of the furnaces. 


CENTEX CORP. has built virtually all 


of the 6,000 homes in Elk Grove Village. 
All the houses have one of various mod- 


els of furnaces, manufactured by Johnson 
Corp. of Bellevuc, Ohio. 


The problem surfaced In the spring 


and summer of 1072 when Robert Wing 
of Wing Heating and Air Conditioning Co. 
and Scott Hassler of Scott Heating and 
Air Conditioning Co. noted a pattern of 
furnace problems in the village. 


Hassler made a door-to-door check of 


22 homes in his Elk Grove Village neigh- 
borhood. Of the 22 hoiries, 19 either had 
defective furnace heat exchangers or had 
exchangers that had been replaced. 


Wing and Hassler Informed village offl- 


dais In the spring of 1972 and wrote to 
Johnson Corp. about the problem In Octo- 
ber. 


IN ONE FURNACE model, inside 


walls of the heat exchanger corrode or 
crack, causing fume leaks, according to 
the contractors. In another model, corro- 
sion occurs on the flanged outside wall of 
the heat exchanger or on the connection 
point where the vent pipe leads to the 
chimney, contractors have found. 
, 


According to Willis, the village has 


pursued the problem since officials were 
first Informed. "This Is a serious prob- 
lem but not one of a crisis proportion — 
it Is not a clear threat to the people of 
the village." 


Willis said the village has'hired an en- 


gineer who Is studying the corroded heat 
exchangers now but has not yet deter- 
mined who or what Is at fault. The vil- 
lage expects to have those results in 
three weeks. 


Willis added that the village's only at- 


tempt to warn residents of the problem 
was a printed warning on the bottom of 
water bills to have furnaces checked and 
cleaned by a reputable firm.

by the two contractors, Village Building 
Director Thomas Rettenbacher prepared 
a map pinpointing the neighborhoods

Village offers to inspect 
heaters free: call 439-3900 


. Residents who have questions about 
the condition of their furnaces can re- 
ceive free a heating system Inspection by 
calling village hall at 439-3900, according 
to Building Director Thomas Rettenba- 
cher. 


Rettenbacher requested that residents 


who want their furnaces checked wait 
three weeks until a consulting engineer's 
report on local furnace problems is com- 
pleted before calling for the Inspection. If 
the problem is urgent, he said, in- 
spections can be scheduled before then. 


Furnace inspections are performed by 


local heating contractors for fees ranging 
from $10 to $20. Rettenbacher urged resi- 
dents who want private inspections to 
choose reputable firms. If there are 
questions about any heating contractor's 
business record in the village, Rettenba- 
cher said, residents should call village 
hall to check. 


Robert Wing, of Wing Heating and Air 


Conditioning of Elk Grove Village, who 
along with Scott Hassler of Scott Heating 
and Air Conditioning first brought the 
problem to the village's attention, said 
the cost for replacing a faulty heat ex- 
changer varies but averages around $250 
to $275. 


Both contractors said it is possible for 


a homeowner to check his own heat ex- 
changer, by reaching into the furnace, 
but added that most will have trouble 
locating the exact spot of the problem. 


DANGER FROM toxic fumes escaping 
through holes in furnace heat exchangers 


is "unlikely and improbable unless the 
condition is allowed to deteriorate for 
several years," according to an official 
for Johnson Corp., manufacturers of the 
furnaces installed In village homes( built 
by Centex Corp. 


George Fiedler, chief engineer for the 


Ohio-based firm, said that studies con- 
ducted by his company on the problem 
have found that, for the most part, holes 
In the system develop 'near the.point 
where flue.gasses exit from the heat ex- 
changer. "Most of the gases can still es- 
cape through the flue pipe,", he added. 


Fiedler warned that while a small hole 


does not necessarily mean danger, if the 
condition Is allowed to worsen a larger 
bole could mean danger of asphyxiation. 


THE PROBLEM OF boles developing, 


which in turn allows carbon monoxide 
gas to escape into heated air piped into 
the house, Is prevalent In Elk Grove Vil- 
lage on four models made by Johnson. 


The furnaces are installed in most of 


the 1,700 homes in an area bounded by 
Salt Creek on the east, Keswick Road on 
the north, Devon Avenue on the south 
and the village limits on the west. 


The models are Johnson Corp. fur- 


naces, model numbers, WAS-105, WAS- 
130, WTS-100, and WTS-125. Residents 
can check the model number of their fur- 
nace by reading the rating plate, usually 
. located on the back of the unit. 


FIEDLER SAID his company is more 


concerned with the WTS, "drum type"

This situation is un- 
der very careful control," he said. 


LJebow added that Centex Corp. is a 


"responsible builder, if there Is any 
problem wo wilt certainly take care of 
it." 


Willis said village officials do not feel 


tho problem Is their responsibility but 
are researching tho situation as a service 


to residents. He said the homes in the 
problem area were approved and built in 
1965 and 1967. 


Building Inspections were made by the 


Fdcral Housing Administration because 
tho village did not have a residential 
building .inspection program until 1969, 
Rettenbacher said. 


WILLIS ADDED that local contractors 


have alerted officials to some Instances 
o£ present code violations' in homes in- 
spected by the FHA. Corrections have 
been made when a hazard exists, he 
said. 


"We haven't ticketed anybody but are 


aware that violations .like not enough 
combustion air, ore a problem in some 
homes," said Rettenbacher, adding his 
own home had that problem.

unit. The problem with that particular 
unit Is moisture collecting and causing 
corrosion at the point where the com- 
bustion gases are fed Into another pipe 
leading to the chimney, he said., 


The pipe tends to rust, causing holes 


which allow the toxic gases .to escape 
into the rest of the system. 


• According to Fiedler, moisture is a 
natural product of combustion and is pre- 
sent in any furnace. Moisture collection 
and buildup is speeded up when . the 
amount of air entering and leaving the 
heating system is not adequate. . 


ANOTHER REASON Fiedler cited for 


the buildup, is moisture accumulating 
during the summer In heating systems 
tied into air conditioning systems. Pilot 
light combustion produces 
moisture 


which accumulates more readily on fur- 
nace pipes cooled by the air conditioning, 
he said. 


Fiedler said It was his understanding 


that air-conditioning units were involved 
in the majority of heating system fail- 
ures. 


It is unclear what the problems with 


the newer WAS, "sectioned type"'unit 
until studies on the problem are com- 
plete. The problem may either be due to 
a manufacturer's defect or again, Im- 
proper Installation — specifically, 1m* 
proper venting, he said. 


Cracks develop in the sectioned-type 


unit, allowing gases to escape into heated 
ajr being pumped through the heating 
systems. 


Village officials and local heating con- 


tractors attribute the ventilation prob- 
lems to improper furnace installations. 
Furnaces in most Elk Grove Village 
homes are installed in closets. In- 
adequate ventilation can be caused by 
closet door grates that are too small and 
where ventilation grates in the closet 
doors or exhaust .pipeducts 'leading to 
chimneys are too small, the furnace does 
not have sufficient air to operate proper- 
ly.

"less than optimistic," according to tho 
office of U. S. Sen. Adlai Stevenson. 


Barry. Goode, an aide to Stevenson, 


said*ho based his observation on a letter 
from Maj. Gen. K. B. Cooper to an Ar- 
lington Heights resident Mrs. Lawrence 
Williams, of 1206 S. Potion. 


In the letter, Cooper said he was reply- 


ing to an Inquiry made by Mrs. Wil- 
liams to Sec. of the Army Howard Calla- 
way about the future of the base. 


Cooper wrote: " .. Tho Army Reserve 


Units located at the site are scheduled to 
remain for tho foreseeable future . . . 
Now that we have an all-volunteer Army, 
our need for real estate Is even greater 
In tho suburban areas. Therefore, It Is 
sound economics to retain government 
owned property rather than attempt to 
acquire or lease privately owned proper- 
ty..." 


Goodo said Cooper's letter could be a 


premature announcement of the decision 
to keep the base for tho Army. 


THE ARLINGTON Heights Park Dis- 


trict and tho ArmyTinve been engaged In 
a war of nerves for more than 10 years 
regarding use' of tho base.

State unit OKs 
building grant 
for schools 


The Illinois Capital Development 


Board approved a $927,000 construction 
grant for Schaumburg Township School 
Dist. 54 to build a 24-classrbom building. 


The grant, approved last week, is 70 


per cent of the estimated building cost of 
$1,300,000. The school board has not pick- 
ed a definite site for the building. How- 
ever, Marvin Laplcola, finance assistant 
superintendent, said the administration 
plans to recommend a site on Nerge 
Road east of Rosclle Road. 


The school is scheduled for completion 


In January, 1977. 


This grant follows the approval of two 


similar grants by the Capital Devel- 
opment Board in May. 


After ICDB approved the district's fa- 


cility plan, It approved a capital assis- 
tance grant which will amount to about 
one-third of the Interest due on bonds is- 
sued by the school district from January, 
1969 to October, 1973. 


The district will receive $305,000 of this 


grant for 1974. According to Laplcola, 
this grant-will reduce the tax levy for 
1974 by about 8 cents per $100 assessed 
valuation. 
, The district will continue to get similar 
assistance, until tho bonds are paid off, 
he said. 


CDB also approved a. construction 


.grant of $822,000 In May for the construc- 
tion of a 20-classroom school building to 
. be located north of Schaumburg Road on 
Salem Drive. The school is scheduled for 
completion In September, 1976. •

Included to clarify It as just the Army's 
view. 


It was also learned today that Berg

A spokesman for the Committee for 


_ Utilization of the Nike Base, an umbrella 
"group supporting the park district's 
stand, said Cooper's letter, coupled with 
Berg's resignation, lessened the chances 
of the base becoming recreational land. 


Tho park district already has gotten 13 


acres outside the perimeter fence as 


pork land. An additional 52 acres, for- 
merly set aside for Naval housing, has 
been declared surplus and the parks 
have made application for it. 


The remaining 75 acres was used by 


the missile company as part of the Chi- 
cago air defense plan until the program 
was cut this year from the federal budg- 
et. 


THE PARK DISTRICT already has 


hired an architect to draw plans for an 
IB-hole course for the site. The park dis- 
trict maintains the land is needed to in- 
crease the park acrcage-per-population 
ratio in Arlington Heights.

Merchants 
hit 
Woodfield 


bus service 


Neither Elk Grove Village merchants 


nor the village transportation committee 
wants to drive shopping business out of 
town. 


But merchant representatives claimed 


at a transportation committee meeting 
Monday night that a village-sponsored 
bus to Woodfteld Shopping Center would 
do just that. 


The transportation committee has been . 


considering running a weekly bus to 
Woodfield as part of its dial-a-bus ser- 
vice. 


Trustee Ed Kenna said a Woodfield bus 


"is the biggest thing the community has 
been asking for" from the bus service. 


Monday's meeting was held to give 


merchants a chance to voice their objec- 
tions, but Kenna said he had to represent 
the people In the community who wanted 
the bus. 
• E. STANLEY KLYBER, executive vice 
president of the village's Industry and 
Commerce Assn., said the prime argu- 
ment of merchants against the bus is 
"the use of tax monies to transport the 
buying public of one community to buy 
in another." 


The merchants realize the people are 


shopping at Woodfield,' he said earlier in 
the day, but they object to the village 
busing people to other communities to 
spend their tax money. 


The village can use federal revenue 


sharing funds to subsidize the bus run, 
committee chairman Nancl Vanderweel 
said. Federal guidelines recommend us- 
ing the money to transport masses from 
one community to another,'rather than 
just within a community. 


THE 
CURRENT dial-a-bus ser- 


vice runs within the village, mak- 
ing stops at places such as doctor's of- 
fices and shopping centers. These local 
centers would be greatly hurt by a Wood- 
field bus, merchants said. 


One merchant, Mrs. Ruth Helbig, said 


the merchants in shopping centers con- 
tribute to community organizations, 
churches and athletic teams. "Does 
Woodfield put anything back into Elk 
Grove Village?" she asked. "Woodfield 
doesn't do a thing for Elk Grove Vil- 
lage," she answered.. 


People have cars to drive to Woodfield, 


'she said, and the bus is unnecessary. 
Mrs. Helbig has a store in Grove Shop- 
ping Center and spoke as a representa-. 
live of that center's merchants' associ- 
ation. 


HOWEVER, KENNA said there are a 


lot of reasons. for the Woodfield bus, 
mentioning later hours in the evening. 


Vanderweel said later, "We'll take into 


consideration the objections and not try 
to literally drive business out of Elk 
Grove Village. We're In a business of 
serving the community and the service 
has been asked for." 


Some village business owners con- 


tacted randomly Monday object to the 
Woodfield bus. Robert Sieker, son of the 
owner of the Ben Franklin hi the Park 
'N' Shop center said the bus would hurt 
most merchants. "Local merchants pay 
the taxes and support the village and its 
churches, schools and organizations," he 
said.

One local family was overcome by car- 


bon monoxide fumes less than a month 
after their furnace was Inspected and 
cleaned by the company that installed it. 
Other families have had to repair their 
furnaces as often as once a year because 
the defect has recurred in replacement 
parts.

V I L L A G E OFFICIALS have been 


aware of the situation for two years but 
made no effort to release the Information 
to the public until confronted-with details 
of the possible hazard by Herald report- 
ers.

No-announcement was made "because 


we haven't been able to get a handle on 
it or pinpoint responsibility," said Vil- 
lage Mgr. Charles Wlllla. 


.The defects were' discovered in the 


heat exchangers of four furnace models 
installed in about 1,700 Centex homes In 


1965 and 1967, according to ^village offi- 
cials. 


Local heating contractors and indepen- 


dent consultants attribute the problem in 
part to poor furnace design but primarily 
to improper installation of the furnaces. 


CENTEX CORP. has built virtually all 


of the 6,000 homes in Elk Grove Village. 
All the houses have one of various mod- 
els of furnaces manufactured by Johnson 
Corp. of Bellevue, Ohio. 


The problem surfaced in the spring 


and summer of 1972 when Robert Wing 
of Wing Heating and Air Conditioning Co. 
and Scott Hassler of Scott Heating and 
Air Conditioning Co. noted a pattern of 
furnace problems In the village,. 


Hassler made a door-to-door check of 


22 homes in his Elk Grove Village neigh- 
borhood. Of the 22 homes, 19 either had 
defective furnace heat exchangers or had 
exchangers Uiat had been replaced. . 


Wing and Hasslcr,Informed village offi- 


cials in the spring of 1972 and wrote to 
Johnson Corp. about the problem In Octo- 
ber. 


IN ONE FURNACE model, inside 


walls'of the heat exchanger corrode or 
crack, causing fume leaks, according to 
the contractors." In another model, corro- 
sion occurs on the flanged outside wall of 
the heat exchanger or on the connection 
point where the vent pipe' leads to the 
chimney, contractors have found. 


According to Willis; the village has 


pursued the problem' since officials were 
'first informed.' "This is a serious prob-; 
lem but not one of a crisis proportion — 


it is not a clear threat to the people of 
the village." 


Willis said the village has hired an en- 


gineer who Is studying the corroded heat 
exchangers now but has not'yet deter- 
mined who or what is at fault. The vil- 
lage expects to have those results in 
three weeks. 


Willis added that the village's only at- 


tempt to warn residents of the problem 
was a printed warning on the bottom of 
water bills to have furnaces checked and 
cleaned by a .reputable firm. 


USING THE INFORMATION provided 


by the two contractors, Village Building 
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Director Thomas Rettenbacher prepared 
a map pinpointing the neighborhoods 
where defective furnaces are most pre- 
valent. The area is bounded by Salt 
Creek on the east, Devon Avenue on the 
south, Keswick Road on (he north and on 
the west by the village limits. 


George Fiedler of Johnson Corp., said 


that In most cases the parts of the fur- 
nace were not defective and the problem 
is a matter of poor ventilation because of 
improper Installation. He said the prob- 
lem with their furnaces is unique to Elk 
Grove Village. Johnson furnaces In other

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Businessman says 
he was harassed

Bernard Wosmer, owner of Duo Sign 


Co., described Monday a pattern of 
threats and harassment that prevented 
him from enforcing a business agree- 
ment with former Wheeling trustee Wil- 
liam Hart. 


Waamer was the first witness called to 


testify In Hart's U.S. District Court trial 
on a charge of conspiracy to commit ex- 
tortion. 


Two other persons accused of con- 


spiring with Hart, James Stavros, for- 
mer Wheeling Township Democratic 
oommitteoman, and William Blebcr, for- 
mer village building director, are no 
longer defendants In the case. 


The alleged conspiracy was aimed at 


nullifying an agreement signed In Sep- 
tember 1070 when Hart sold Duo Sign Co. 
to Wasmer. For an extra $3,000 added to 
the purchase price of the company, Hart 
agreed not to operate a sign business 
within 73 miles of Wheeling, Wasmer 
said. 


By referring to a diary of his conversa- 


tions with Hart, Stavros and Blebcr, 
Wasmer outlined a pattern of continual 
harassment which started when Hart, 
who had moved to Florida, returned in 
late 1071. 


Wosmor sold at that time ho began 


having trouble getting sign permits from 
Blebcr. Developers began canceling 
their business, citing pressure from 
Stavros, and Stavros himself threatened 
him to force the closing of the Duo Sign 
Co., Wasmer said. 


U.S. District Judge Abraham Lincoln 


Marovltz said government prosecutors 
established evidence of a conspiracy and 
ruled that conversations between Wasmer 
and Stavros or Wasmer and Blcber 
would be admlssable as testimony In the 
Hart trial. 


Hart later opened the Night and Day 


Electric Sign Co. with then trustee Mi- 
chael Valcnza. 


WASMER SAID THE harassment by 


Blebcr Included his refusal to grant a 
sign permit for a billboard at the Mal- 
lard Lake development, repeated refer- 
ences to the needed Improvements In 
Duo billboards and Blcbcr's refusal to 
meet with Wasmer except between 2 
a.m. and 4 a.m. 


In one case, Wasmer said he filed an 


application for a sign permit for the Mal- 
lard Lake development on Dec. 16, 1971. 
The permit was not granted until late 
February, after Wasmer made repeated 
inquiries about the status of the permit. 


Wasmer sold several developers, In- 


cluding George Manda, of the VIP Apart- 
ments, and Manuel Kramer, of Holly- 
wood Builders, called to say they were 
going to cancel their business with Duo 
Sign Co. because Wasmer hadn't "been a 
good boy." They Implied Stavros was be- 
hind their decisions, Wasmer said. 


The sign company owner said he would 


have liked to enforce his agreement with 
Hart when the former trustee opened 
Nlte and Day. But he discussed the mat- 
ter with his attorney, and decided to take 
no action "because I thought if I did I 
would be asking for the same' thing — 
problems would start cropping up 
again," Wasmer said.

mention of two local attorneys. He said 
Village Atty. Paul Hamer of Wheeling 
represented Hart during the sale of Duo 
Sign Co. James McCabe, Stavros' suc- 
cessor as Wheeling Township Democratic 
commltteeman, prepared the other pro- 
posed agreement canceling Wasmer's no- 
competition pact with Hart, Wasmer 
said.

Wasmer admitted that Stavros had 


been a source of business and said the 
former commltteeman had referred sev- 
eral developers to him for sign work. In 
exchange, for business from Miller- La- 
Pierre, Inc., Wasmer said he paid Stavros 
a $100 commission. 


STAVROS WAS •also responsible for a 


January 1972 meeting among Bleber, 
Hart, Wasmer and Stavros at the Clayton 
House restaurant, according to Wasmer. 
He said at that time the three men tried 
to get him to sign a document which 
would cancel the original agreement. 


The sign company owner said the 


group then went to the Wheeling Trust 
and Savings Bank, where bank official 
Robert Moore drew up an agreement 
which he, Wasmer, was supposed to sign. 
This was the second lime Wasmer said 
ho had been presented such an agree- 
ment. He said he refused to sign both 
times. 


According to Wasmer, the agreement 


was to have Btcbcr send all electrical 
sign work to the company which Hart 
was planning to open. All painted sign 
work was to be sent to Wasmer.

Authorization of a $37,670 federal plan- 


ning grant for Schaumburg Airport was 
confirmed Monday by the U.S. Depart- 
ment of Transportation. 


The grant will cover two-thirds of tho 


cost of a $56,000 study that will deter- 
mine if there If need for expansion and 
village ownership of a local airport. It 
will bo administered by tho Federal 
Aviation Administration and comes from 
a trust fund representing taxes paid by, 
aircraft owners (licensing, gasoline, etc.) 
and tickets sold to commercial air pas- 
sengers. 


The announcement of release of Air- 


ways Development and Airport Planning 
funds for the Schaumburg project came 
from a spokesman for U.S. Rep. Philip 
M. Crane, R-12th.

"The grant was approved provided 


that the federal money is used for a 
'study of local airport requirements, site 
selection, environmental Impact studies, 
and public hearings," said the spokes- 
man. 


APPROXIMATELY one-sixth of the 


study cost, $9,380, was approved by the 
Illinois Department of Aeronautics last 
October. Remaining costs will be paid by 
the Village of Schaumburg, as study 
sponsor. 


The project, to be done by Howard, 


Needles, Tammcn and Bcrgendoff, Chi- 
cago engineering consultants, Is expected 
to tako 18 months. 


Tito investigation will examine but not 


limit its scope to the existing Schaum- 
burg Airport, a private field within vil- 
lage limits. Other possible sites, within a 
five-mile radius of the village will also 
be considered. 


Approval of federal funds for the proj- 


ect concludes nearly three years of work 


-undertaken by tho village mass trans- 


portation committee, formerly the air- 
port study committee.

Defective furnaces that may be leaking 


deadly fumes are installed in an esti- 
mated 1,700 or more Centex Corp.-built 
houses in Elk Grove Village, The Herald 
has learned. 


At least 150 faulty furnaces have been 


repaired already by local heating com- 
panies and a check of 22 homes by one 
contractor turned up only^three furnaces 
without defects, village and furnace re- 
pair sources show. 


One local family was overcome by car- 


bon monoxide fumes less than a month 
after their furnace was inspected and 
cleaned by the company that installed it. 
Other families have had to repair their 
furnaces as often as once a year because 
the defect has recurred in replacement 
parts.

V I L L A G E OFFICIALS have been 


aware of the situation for two years but 
made no effort to release the information 
to the public until confronted with details 
of the possible, hazard by Herald report- 
ers.

No announcement-was made "because 


wo haven't been able to get a handle on 
it or pinpoint responsibility," said Vil- 
lage Mgr. Charles Willis. 


The defects were discovered in the 


heat exchangers of four furnace models 
installed in about 1,700 Centex homes in 


1965 and 1967, according to village offi- 
cials. 


Local heating contractors and indepen- 


dent consultants attribute the problem in 
part to poor furnace design but primarily 
to improper Installation of the furnaces. 


CENTEX CORP. has built virtually all 


of the 6,000 homes in Elk Grove Village. 
All the houses have one of various mod- 
els of furnaces manufactured by Johnson 
Corp. of Bellevue, Ohio. 


The problem surfaced in the spring 


and summer of 1972 when Robert Wing 
of Wing Heating and Air Conditioning Co. 
and Scott Hassler of Scott Heating and 
Air Conditioning Co. noted a pattern of 
furnace problems in the village. 


Hassler made a door-to-door check of 


22 homes In his Elk GroVc Village neigh- 
borhood. Of the 22 homes, 19 cither had 
defective furnace heat exchangers or had 
exchangers that had been replaced. 


Wing and Hassler informed village offi- 


cials In the spring of 1972 and wrote'to 
Johnson Corp. about the problem in Octo- 
ber. 


IN ONE FURNACE model, inside 


walls of the heat exchanger corrode or 
crack, causing fume leaks, according to 
the contractors. In another model, corro- 
sion occurs op the* flanged outside wall of 
the heat exchanger or on the connection 
point where the vent pipe leads to the 
chimney, contractors have found. 


According to Willis, the village has 


1 pursued the problem since officials were 
first informed; "This is a serious prob- 
lem but not one of a crisis proportion — 


it is not a clear threat to the people of 
the village." 


Willis said the village has hired'an en- 


gineer who is studying the corroded heat 
exchangers now but has not yet deter- 
mined who or what is at fault. The vil- 
lage expects to have those results in' 
liircc weeks. 


Willis added that the village's only at- 


tempt to warn residents of the problem 
was a printed warning on the bottom of 
water bills to have furnaces checked and 
cleaned by a reputable firm. 


USING THE INFORMATION provided 


by the two contractors, Village Building 
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Director Thomas Rettenbacher prepared 
a map pinpointing the neighborhoods 
where defective furnaces are most pre- 
valent. The area is bounded by Salt 
Creek on the east, Devon Avenue on the 
south, Kcswick Road on the north and on 
the west by the village limits. 


George Fiedler of Johnson Corp., said 


that in most cases the parts of the fur- 
nace were not defective and the problem 
is a matter of poor ventilation because of 
improper installation. He said the prob- 
lem with their furnaces is unique to Elk 
Grove Village. Johnson furnaces in other 
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1,700 Elk Grove homes 
have defective furnaces

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Tax bills would 
jump $16 a year 
for new library 


by MAIICIA KRAMER 


Construction of the new Mount Pros- 


pect Public Library would cost tax- 
payers about $16 a year (or 14 years on 
homes assessed at $10,000. 


The figure was provided by Village Fi- 


nance Director Richard L. Jesse last 
night as tho village board's finance com- 
mittee unanimously recommended that 
the full board opt for Issuance of general 
obligation bonds to pay for tho structure, 
rather than conducting a referendum, 
which has been considered by the library 
board. 


Jesse indicated ho based his estimate 


on anticipated 5.3 per cent interest rates, 
and an equalized assessed valuation of 
tho village this year of $206,500,000. Us- 
ing that formula, the owner of property 
with an equalizes assessed valuation 
would pay $13.98 the first year the bonds 
were Issued , probably 1975, and slightly 
less In subsequent years as the village's 
assessed valuation swells. 


IF THE BONDS were taken out for the 


standard 18 or 20 years, instead of the 
accelerated 14-year pace, tho cost to tax- 
payers would bo $16.71 per equalized as- 
sessed valuation of $10,000 the first year, 
and slightly less In subsequent years, 
Jesse said. 


Last year's municipal tax bill was 


$69.60 per $10,000 equalized assessed 
valuation, and this year's will be slightly 
higher — Jesse estimates $74.71 — be- 
cause of tho flood control bond issue. 
With tho addition of $15.96 for library 
bonds, the total bill could rise to close to 
$91 In 1975. 


Finance committee members Marie L. 


Caylor and E. F. Richardson concurred 
with chairman Kenneth V. Scholten's 
suggestion, disclosed In Tho Herald lost 
Thursday, that tho village bypass a ref- 
erendum In favor of Immediate Issuance 
of bonds, though Mrs. Caylor warned of 
possible "repercussions about how we'ro 
cramming things down people's throats." 


Scholtcn estimated that skipping a ref- 


erendum could shove some $200,000 off 
the estimated $3.2 million cost of the 
project, mainly in construction costs, 
which rise at a rate of about 11 per cent 
a year. 


Library board president John Parsons 


enthusiastically endorsed the Idea, stat- 
ing that not having to go through the rig- 
on of a referendum "would lift a burden 
off our back." 


THE LIBRARY board Is hopcing to 


build Its new facility on the abandoned 
Central School site at Central Road and 


Main Street In downtown Mount Pros- 
pect. The village's offer to buy the 2.6- 
acre parcel for $625,000 was rejected, 
and the village has authorized its attor- 
ney to begin condemnation proceedings'. 
Suit Is expected to be filed next week. 


Parsons outlined a five-phase time- 


table for the new library: Schematic de- 
signs drawn by Aug. 1; design devel- 
opment and Interior drawings by Oct. 1; 
contract documents and specifications by 
Jan. 1, 1975; plan review, bidding and 
awarding of a contract by March 1; de- 
molition of the Central School buidlng 
and completion of the new facility by 
June 1,1976. 


Parsons said a two-story (45,500) 


square foot) building with underground 
parking Is envisioned. The library board 
is seeking new quarters because the pre- 
sent building at 14 E. Busse Ave., is 
cramped for space. The village adminis- 
tration would have "proprietory rights" 
to the present library when the new 
building Is completed, Parsons said. 


The library board plans to apply for a 


$250,000 grant to the U.S. Department of 
Health, Education and Welfare toward 
construction costs.

Schools OK 
tentative 
74-75 budget 


A tentative budget which places school 


Dist. 57 $17,700 in the red for the 1974-75 
was approved by the board of education 
last night. 


The tentative budget calls for esti- 


mated expenditures of $4,322,800 while 
anticipated income totals only $4,303,100. 
The proposal is subject to revision and 
will not receive final approval until Au- 
gust or September. 
, 


A public hearing this summer must also 


be held before final action on the budget 
is taken. 


Business manager J. C. Busenhart told 


the board that based on curren available 
date the tax rate for the district will be 
$2.375 per $100 of assessed valuation. 
This figure compares to a 1972 tax rate 
of $2.522 per'$100 of assessed valuation. 


Figures for 1973 are not availalbe, but 


Busenhart said the 1974 rate is probably 
less than the 1973 rate. 


THE BIGGEST question mark facing 


the district In the way of anticipated rev- 
enue is the amount of money to be fun- 
neled to the district In the form of state 
aid. 


Because the resource equalizer for 


Cook County has not yet been determined 
the district has no way to pin down a 
figure for state aid, Busenhart said. 


The equalizer is $1.59, but the figure 


may be reduced to $1.48 by the Illinois 
General Assembly. 


Busenhart said the budget was formu- 


lated using a $1.48 multiplier and a total 
assessed valuation for the district of $114 
million. A tentative proposal also as- 
sumes the receipt of only 11 state aid 
payments, rather than 12. 


The district also planned for 11 pay- 


ments in its 1973-74 budget even though 
the state legislature approved a state aid 
package calling for 12 payments, the fi- 
nal payment to all districts in the state 
has been held up by Gov. Daniel Walker's 
decision to cut $70 million from the state 
aid formula.

Defective furnaces that may be leaking 


deadly fumes are installed in an esti- 
mated 1,700 or more Centex Corp.-bullt 
houses In Elk Grove Village, The Herald 
has learned. 


At least 150 faulty furnaces have been 


repaired already by local heating com- 
panies and a check of 22 homes by one 
contractor turned up only three furnaces 
without defects, village and furnace re- 
pair sources show. 


One local family was overcome by car- 


bon monoxide fumes less than a month 
after their furnace was Inspected and 
cleaned by the company that installed It. 
Other families have had to repair their 
furnaces as often as once a year because 
the defect has recurred In replacement 
parts. 


V I L LA G E OFFICIALS have been 


aware of the situation for two years but 
mode no effort to release the Information 
to the publlc'untll confronted with details 
of the possible hazard by Herald report- 
ers. 


No announcement was made "because 


we haven't been able to get a handle on 
It or pinpoint responsibility," said Vil- 
lage Mgr. Charles Willis. 


The defects were discovered in the 


heat exchangers of four furnace models 
installed In about 1,700 Centex homes in 


1965 and 1967, according to village offi- 
cials. 


Local heaiing contractors and indepen- 


dent consultants attribute the problem in 
part to poor furnace design but primarily 
to improper Installation of the furnaces. 


CENTEX CORP. has built virtually all 


Of the 6,000 homes In Elk Grove Village. 
All the houses have one of various mod- 
els of furnaces manufactured by Johnson 
Corp. of Bellcvue, Ohio. 


The problem surfaced In the spring 


and summer of 1972 when Robert Wing 
of Wing Heating and Air Conditioning Co. 
and Scott Hassler of Scott Heating and 
Air Conditioning Co. noted a pattern of 
furnace problems in the village. 


Hassler made a door-to-door check of 


22 homes In his Elk Grove Village neigh- 
borhood. Of the 22 homes, 19 either had 
defective furnace heat exchangers or had 
exchangers that had been replaced. 


Wing and Hassler Informed village offi- 


cials In the spring of 1972 and wrote to 
Johnson Corp. about the problem In Octo- 
ber. 


IN ONE FURNACE model, inside 


walls of the heat exchanger corrode or 
crack, causing fume leaks, according to 
the contractors. In another model, corro- 
sion occurs on the flanged outside wall of 
the heat exchanger or on the connection 
point where the vent pipe leads to the 
chimney, contractors have found. 


According to Willis, the village has 


pursued the problem since officials were 
first informed. "This is a serious prob- 
lem but not one of a crisis proportion — 


it is not a clear threat, to the people of 
the village." 


Willis said the village has hired an en- 


gineer who is studying the corroded heat 
exchangers now but hay not yet deter- 
mined who or what is at fault. The vil- 
lage expects to have those results in 
lln ee weeks. 


Willis added that the village's only at- 


tempt to warn residents of the problem 
was a printed warning on the bottom of 
water bills to have furnaces checked and 
cleaned by a reputable firm. 


USING THE INFORMATION provided 


by the two contractors, Village Building 
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Director Thomas Rettenbacher prepared 
a map pinpointing the neighborhoods 
where defective furnaces are most pre- 
valent. The area is bounded by Salt 
Creek on the east, Devon Avenue on the 
south, Keswick Road on the north and on 
the west by the village limits. 
• George Fiedler of Johnson Corp., said 
that In most cases the parts of the fur- 
nace were not defective and the problem 
is a matter of poor ventilation because of 
improper installation. He said the prob- 
lem with their furnaces is unique to Elk 
Grove Village. Johnson furnaces in other

Walsh's departure means

Word that Jack Walsh will step down 


as Arlington Heights village president 
in the near future opens up the most 
intriguing political possibilities In the 
village hi 3V4 years. 


Not since a group of insurgent candi- 


dates wrested control of the tradition- 
a l l y p o w e r f u l Arlington Heights 
Caucus Party and challenged party 
regulars In the 1971 election, has there 
existed as strong an opportunity for 
new political blood. 


At a glance, Walsh's decision to re- 


sign means: 
' • A clear majority of five, possibly 
six, seats on the nine-member village 
board will be up for election next 
April. 


• Whoever is picked to succeed 


Walsh until that election will have an 
obvious "leg .up" on the nomination for 
a full, four-year term from 1975-79.

408 S. Patton Ave., said he still had a

"I certainly would consider it," he

But Palmatier said he did not-know

'•IN ONE FURNACE model, inside 
walls of the heat\ exchanger corrode or 
crack, causing fume leaks, according to 
the contractors. .In another model, corfo- 
. slon occurs on the flanged outside wall of 
the heat exchanger or on the connection 
point where the vent pipe leads to the 
chimney, contractors have found. 


According to Willis, the village has 


pursued the problem since officials were 
first informed. "This is a serious1 prob- 
lem but not one of a crisis proportion — 


it is not a clear threat to the people of 
the village." 


Willis said the village has hired an en- 


gineer who is studying the corroded heat 
exchangers now but has not yet deter- 
mined who or what is at fault. The vil- 
lage expects to have those results in 
three weeks. 


Willis added that the village's only at- 


tempt to warn residents of the problem 
was a printed warning on the bottom of 
water bills to have furnaces checked and 
cleaned by a reputable firm.

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Director Thomas Rettenbacher prepared 
a map pinpointing the neighborhoods 
where defective furnaces are most pre- 
valent. The area is bounded by,Salt 
Creek on the east, Devon Avenue on the 
south, Keswick Road on the north and on 
the west by the. village limits. 


George Fiedler of Johnson Corp., said

The president of a Northbrook ex- 


cavating firm has pleaded guilty to a 
charge of laundering a $40,000 payoff ex- • 
torted from a Wheeling developer by 
James Stavros in 1970. 


Willis Clark, 89, of 218 S. Ela Rd., Pala- 


tine, president of Country Service and 
Supply Co., 3300 N. Milwaukee Ave., 
pleaded guilty to one count Thursday. Ho 
will bo sentenced July 18 by U. S. Dis- 
trict Court Judge Hubert Will. 


Clark was charged with filing a false 


corporation Income tax return for the fis- 
cal year ending Oct. 30, 1971. According 
to tho U.S. Attorney's office, Clark over- 
stated both tho firm's gross revenue and 
expenses by $40,000. 


According to previously filed docu- 


ments, the $40,000 was extorted from the 
Tckton Corp. by Stavros, former Wheel-

problem, he said. 


Fiedler said Johnson had been provid- 


ing replacement heat exchangers at no 
charge when It received complaints from 
residents until January of this year. The 
company has a 20-year guarantee on 
their furnaces.

when its engineers determined the com- 
pany was not at fault, he said. 


WILL LIEBOW, a vice president of 


Centex Corp., said he was aware of the 
situation but doesn't view it as a prob- 
lem. "We know about a few cracked heat 
exchangers but I don't think there are 
anywhere near 150. This situation is un- 
der very careful control," he said. 


Llebow added that Centex Corp. is a 


"responsible builder. If there is any 
problem we will certainly take care of 
it." 


Willis said village officials do not feel 


the problem is their responsibility but 
ore researching the situation as a service 


to residents. He said the .homes in the 
problem area were approved and built in 
1965 and 1967. 


Building inspections were made by the 


Fderal Housing Administration because 
the village did not have a residential 
building inspection program until 1969, 
Rettenbacher said. 


WILLIS ADDED that local contractors 


have alerted officials to some instances 
of present code violations in homes in- 
spected by the FHA. Corrections have 
been made when a hazard exists, he 
said. 


"We haven't ticketed anybody but are 


aware that violations like not enough 
combustion air, are a problem in some 
homes," said Rettenbacher, adding his 
own home had that problem.

regarding use of the base. The Army 
wants to transfer additional Reserve 
units to the facility, while the park dis- 
trict wants to build a $1 million golf 
course on the site. 


A meeting was held in Washington last 


month between local residents, area leg- 
i s 1 a t o r s and Eugene Berg, .under- 
secretary of the Army, about the final 
disposition of the facility. Berg promised 
at that meeting he would consult with the 
legislators before making the announce- 
ment. 


Berg's decision is now expected within 


10 days, according to one of his aides. 
This is the fourth date set'for. his an- 
nouncement. 


GOODE SAID the letter from Gen. 


Cooper, whom he termed "Berg's mili- 
tary counterpart, may indicate the deci- 
sion has already been made in favor of 
the Armyr 


"We had an explicit agreement with 


Berg that we would have the chance to 
sit down and talk about the decision... 
I think we had a promise made to us that 
has now been broken," Goode said.. 


However, on aide to Gen. Cooper said 


the letter was the only document stating 
the Army's position as it has always, 
been: that the base is needed for a Re- 
serve training center. 


Berg could not. be reached for com- 


ment Monday. But his military executive 
officer said Gen. Cooper's letter was In- 
tended as only the Army's position. He 
said Berg had not reached his decision. 


The executive office added that Arling- 


ton Heights was-just one of several Nike' 


, facilities under review by that office. 


Goode said he spoke with Gen. Cooper 


about the letter and Cooper said that 
there should have been another sentence 
Included to clarify it as just the Army's 
view. 


It was also learned today that Berg 


will leave his position as of July 15. 


GOODE AND ED Murnane, on aide to 


U. S. Rep. Philip M. Crane, R-12th, said 
his departure would have very little ef- 
fect on the fate of the base. Goode said 
he did not believe the resignation was 
related to the Nike Base question. 


A spokesman for the Committee for 


Utilization of the Nike Base, an umbrella 
group supporting the park district's 
stand, said Cooper's letter, coupled with 
Berg's resignation, lessened the chances 
of the base becoming recreational land. 


The park district already has gotten 13 


acres outside the perimeter fence as 
park land. An additional 52 acres, for- 
merly set aside for. Naval housing, has 
been declared surplus and the parks 
. have made application.for it. 


• The remaining 75 acres was used by 
the missile company as part of the Chi- 
cago air defense plan until the program 
was cut this year from the federal budg- 
et. 


THE PARK DISTRICT already has 


hired an architect to draw plans for an 
18-hole course for the site. The pork dis- 
trict maintains the land is needed to in- 
crease the park acreage-per-population 
ratio in Arlington Heights.' 


The base v has been picketed by mem- 


bers of the committee on two occasions. 
After the last one on June 19, the com- 
mittee said there would be no more dem- 
onstrations until Berg announced bis de- 
cision. 
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
